mand, and  indefatigable  (pi tiled  attentions  of 
governor  Hamilton, 


THE  DIARY, 


Tt  was««  the  Evening  of  June  4th.  the  French 
jnade  their  attempt  to  land,  firft  appearing  off  La 
Soye  Bay  in  5 boats,  containing  in  all,  about  50 
men  ; but  being  refchitrly  advanced  upon  & fired 
at,  by  a Detachment  of  the  La  Soye  Militia,  Ra- 
tioned at  that  Poll,  they  thought  proper  to  fheer 
cff.  One  of  the  boat's,  went  to  Pagoua  bay,  cut 
cut  a Sloop  belonging  to  Hatton  Garden  and  car- 
ried her  off  to  Marie  Galante,  the  other  4 fleered 
towards  Ar.ce  le  Maie,  where,  the  fame  night, 
thev  eflefled  a landing,  without  oppofuion. 

Next  Morning,  they  picked  up  a Negro  from 
Foint  Jaquo,  of  whom  they  enquired  very  pard- 
cu’arlv,  whether  there  was  any  Englifh.  force  in 
the  Quarter,  and  how  mnch  ? the  Negro  anftver- 
ed,  that  Captain  Grey  with  his  Rangers  was  c!ofe 
ty,  which  was  the  truth,  but  he  added  with  great 
fagacity,  that  Grey  had  double  their  number,  tho’ 
lie  really  had  not  more  than  25  effedtive  men. 

The  Enemy,  however,  trusting  to  the  Negro’s 
Report,  inftantly  re  irobarked  in  a Petitai’gre  ly- 
ing in  Ance  le  Mate,  and  in  boats,  failed  with  all 
expedition  for  Marie  Galante. 

Captain  Grey,  fent  information  of  this  alarm  to 
Government,  and,  with  a pardonable  vanity,  not 
informed  of  the  Negro’s  naivete,  attributed  thee- 
remy’s  precipitate  retreat,  to  the  name  of  Captain 
Grey  and  his  Rangers. 

But  they  fled,  only  to  return  in  greater  force  : 
On  the  next  Saturday  Evening,  a Schooner  and  a 
Petiaugre  were  feen  fleering  over  from  Marie  Ga- 
lante, and  before  4 o’clock  on  Sunday  Morning, 
they  had  landed  upwards  of  200  men  at  Hampfted 
bay  : they  immediady  proceeded  to  Woocfordhill, 
committing  no  violence;  and  affeding  every  kind 
cf  moderation,  declared,  they  came  only  to  take 
pofleffion  of  the  Ifland,  to  which  they  were  invi- 
ted, & that  ail  refiflance  would  prove  ineffedual. 
They  hoi  lie  I their  Colours  at  La  Soye  point  with 
«*  Vive  la  Nation  1 Vive  la  Republique  ! thrice 
Ihuuted,  & flopped  there  about  3 hours  to  refrefh 
themftlves.  About  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon, 
they  advanced  towards  Pagoua,  where  they  arri- 
ved after  a march  of  3 hours.  They  immediately

Altho',  the  Governor’s  very  judicious  reoly  ro 
the  Reprefer.tation  made  on  the  2d.  of  June  in- 
timated, that  there  was  not  any  weii  grounded 
Caufe  for  Apprehenfion,  his  Excellency’s  Orders, 
ilfued  fome  time  before,  to  every  military  P .fl  to 
Keep  up  a flrift  difeipline,  and  to  hold  themfeive* 
m readinefs^  to  march  on  adtual  Service,  cn  the 
morteft  Notice  ; the  alertnefs  called  for  by  his  or- 
ders, and  enforced  by  the  Magiflracy  & principal 
inhabitants  through  the  Ifland,  denion.lrated  that 
his  vigilance  pervaded  ar.d  employed  the  beft  pof-  ' 
Uble  means  of  providing  againft  an  attack,  which 
lie  believed  to  be  certainly  imminent,  &t  which  we 
Jnave  feen  aftuady  made  on  the  4th  of  that  month. 
We  fhall  now  perceive,  the  happy  effects  of  that 
Vigilance. 

About  Sun-fet  of  Friday  the  5th.,  btfldes  Me 
G.ey  s Letter,  a number  of  confuied  contradiclor. 
ry  Reports  reached  Rofeau  from  different  paitsy 
*1  hus  much  was  however  agreed  on  ail  hands,  tha’» 
a body  of  French  had  really  landed  in  Laioye  • buj 
their  number  every  Adconnt  flated  differently. 

The  St.  George,s  Regiment  immediately  muft-* 
£red  on  Parade,  and  by  9 o’clock  Captain  Conlla 
blcs  coloured  Fuzillcers,  about  65  men,  embark- 
ed with  him,  in  the  highefl  fpirits,  on  board  a ve- 
fel  for  T'areau,  where  they  were  to  wait  for  far- 
ther jOrders,  and  in  the  mean  time,  Orders  were 
fentExprefs  to  the  commanding  Officer  at  the  Ca« 
brites,  to  fend  a detachment  of  the  King,s  troops 
to  join  the  St.John’s  and  St.  Andrew’s  Militia  Sc 
Diarch  to  Hampfled. 

On  Saturday,  Lt.  Johnflon  and  10  Volunteers,' 

Cf  the  St.  George’s,  joined  Captain  Conftable  & 
the  whole  being  reinforced  by  the  St.  Joleph’s  In- 
dependent Company,  they  were  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed to  Prince  Rupert’s,  where  they  arrived  on 
Sunday  forenoon. 

They  found  on  their  arrival,  that  Capt.  King 
v/ith  60  of  the  King’s  troops,  had  left  that  Gam- 
fon  a fhort  time  before.  After  refrefhing  them- 
felves,  by  about  an  hour’s  refl,  they  pufhed  for- 
ward with  all  expedition  to  join  Capt.  King. 

They  arrived  at  Hampfled  the  fame  Evening,' 
where  they  found  Capt.  King’s  Party,  Cap.  Trot- 
ter with  the  Sr.  John’s  and  Capt,  Gould  with  the 
St.  Andrew’s  Militia  : before  thrfe,  Capt.  Grey 
with  his  Rangers  was  advanced,  making  together* 
a collected  force  of  more  than  200  men, 

They  flept  that  night  at  Hampfled,  dined  at 
Mr.  Powell’s  next  day,  and  abouc  4 o’clock  tha 
fame  afternoon  arrived  at  Pagoua,  where,  in  fight 
of  the  Enemy,  they  took  pofleffion  of  a Ridge  cent 
plecely  commanding  the  Bay,  and  it  was  here  they 
fftabliflied  their  grand  Camp. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  News  arrived  at  Rofea* 
that  the  Enemy  had  left  Hatlipfted,  and  were  ad- 
vancing towards  Caftle  Bruce.  Therefore  on  the 
forenoon  of  Monday  ( 8th  June,  ; the  Governor 
ordered  Capt.  Corlet,  to  march  with  his  coloured 
Artillery  Company  immediately  to  Rofalie  : Gap* 

T,  Beech  with  his  Grenadiers,  and  Capt.  Wallace 
with  his  light  Infantry  Company  received  their  or- 
ders to  follow  in  order  to  form  a force  to  intercept 
the  Enemy’s  progreis  acrofs  the  Country,  wliicfi 
there  waj  no  doubt  they  would  attempt. 

Thefe  Preliminary  movements  are  flated  for  thfl 
mere  clearly  under  Handing  the  Journal  of  the  Pro- 
ceed;

Coilet  with  his  coloured  Artillery  Company  began 
their  march  from  Rofeau,  with  orders  to  proceed 
to  Roialy  the  feme  Night.  Capt.  T.  lie  ch  with 
the  Grenadiers,  aud  Capu  Wallace  with  the  light 
Infantry  of  the *St.  Georges  Regr.  followed  at  6 rn 
She  Evening,  under  like  orders  to  reach  Rofalie  as 
foon  as  pcflible.  Of  the  march,  dreadful  as  it  in 
truth  was,  we  shall  hereafter  give  a more  exact  de~ 
feription, 

un  he  9th  about  1 in  the  morning  Capt;  Ccr- 
let  with  the  greater  part  of  the  Artillery  men,  & 
JLt.  Mc.Swsin  with  the  remainder  at  5 o'clock,  ar- 
rived at  Roialy,  where  the  Grenadiers  and  light 
Infantry  joined  them  before  8 o’clock,  and  alter 
a little  t icken  ll.ep  in  cloaths  drenched  with  ram, 
they  maiched  at  2 that  afternoon  to  Cake  Bruce, 
which  they  reached  in  about  5 hours.  It  ieeni- 
eo  here  to  be  the  general  opinion,  that  the  enemy 
were  on  their  way  thither,  as  it  was  reported  they 
had  been  attacked  by  the  body  of  troops  we  have 
before  mentioned  to  be  encamped  in  fight  of  them 
at  Hatton  Garden  iiiiate,  & that  having  been  o- 
biiged  to  retreat,  they  had  fallen  back  towards  the 
St,  Davids  Quarter  ; they  therefore  iiept  in  their 
wet  clorths,  under  arms  all  night,  the  Guard  be- 
jrg  neceilariiy  cos  figned  to  the  aimed  Negroes  of 
the  Rita  it ; the  troops,  being  totally  exhaulitd  by 
sn  almolt  nscefiam  march  cl  near  z\  hours,  nuro- 
beis  without  fhoes  the  greater  part  or  the  way,  & 
almoft  all  without  food  nnce  ti.ey  left  Rofeau. 

Whillt  they  repole,  we  win  endeavor  to  give 
the  Strangers  tt  Dominican  roads  feme  idea  or  tire 
tnaicfa  they  have  with  fo  much  alaciity,  & fo  be- 
neficially lor  the  Public  Service,  performed, 

Diitances  ate  not  here  elfemated  by  miles,  but 
by  l ime  3 the  Neighbour  you  can  hail  with  your 
voice,  you  cannot  lhake  by  the  hand,  but  by  a 
weary  traverle.  The  Roads  are  Traces  not  more 
than  4 and  often  lels  than  2 feet  wide,  and  ferdom 
repaired,  cut  thro’ Woods,  over  Mountains,  Pre- 
cipices and  rocky  lteeps,  from  whence  the  del'cent 
is  made  into  the  Ravines  which  are  imerfeded  by 
Rivers  that  mult  be  folded,  and  you  have  thus  to 
alcend  k dtfeendthe  fame  face  of  Country,  in  any 
journey  through  this  Ifland.  The  road  irom  Ro- 
feau 10  Roialy  is  precifeiy  of  this  kind  ; the  alli- 
ance on  horlcDack  7 hours,  in  the  day  and  good 
Weather  3 on  mot  10  hours  j,  in  the  night  it  is  ne- 
ver travelled  bu,  by  Negros,  and  by  tnem  only  on 
emergencies.  The  1 daces  are  often  obltruCted  by 
fallen  rooks  and  trees,  and  always  by  laige  roots 
fhootmg  above  the  iurlace,  which  by  conhant  wet 
beceme  llippery,  and  fonn  holes  deep  and  aange- 
rous  at  irregular  diitances.  On  the  right  and  feme 
limes  on  the  left  of  the  narrowelt  traces,  the  bate 
reeky  fteep  forms  a precipice  that  could  not  be  con 
tempiated  by  many  without  terror.  In  otheis,  the 
precipice  is  only  hro  by  leoge  & brullr  or  the  tops 
©f  trees  that  have  theie  had  the  growth  ol  Ages. — 
On  the  other  fide,  the  overl  angn  g rocks  U trees, 
elpecialy  in  heavy  rains  expo fe  the  tiaveller  to  the 
tttmol  peril,  d ntcugh  io  inholpii  abie  a track,  it 
Cannot  be  cxpefltd  that  even  a Ntgro  hut  would  be 
found  for  fkcttw,  and  whus  a difference  hoar  tbs 


beat  of  Rofeau  to  '}>e  cold  r.lmotpliofc  of  thefe  rf> 
gioos  is  afceriained  to  be  at  leall  25  degrees,  buck 
■however  was  the  march  of  our  Bellow  Citizens  in 
a night  of  uncommon  darknels,  thro,  a cenilant  Sc 
mod  drenching  rain,  loaded  with  their  nmrauniti- 
on,  arms  and  hnapfacks  &c  alter  4 hours  halt,  with 
no  refrelnment  but  little  fleep  in  their  wet  cloaths, 
did  they  tirife  wuhchearful  hearts  to  purfue  a long 
■march  cl  3 hours.  In  their  way  the  Proprietor  pf 
the  Hope  iiiiate  Spread  a iarge  table,  with  a com- 
fortaole  repait,  for  as  many  as  clioie  to  partake  at 
it,  but  tho’  tlie  dwelling  flood  on  the  fide  of  the 
path,  the  greater  number  kept  on  their  weary  rout 
so  C a file  Bruce,  without  Hopping, 

Having  palled  the  night  without  alarm,  they  re- 
mained here  the  sotb.  m tome  meafure  to  refresh, 
she  weary  troops,  but  in  a more  efpecial  manner 
became,  they  were  in  total  want  of  ammunition  Se 
provilions.  There  was  not  a morfe!  of  bread  or 
lalt  meat  among  them  .3  not  a man  lSid  more  than 
18  round  of  Cartridges,  and  thole  too  damp  to  03 
relied  upon.  Under  inch  circumllances  to  have  ad- 
vanced into  a Country,  where  they  had  realon  tea 
expedl  at  every  Hep,  an  enemy  greatly  fhperior  its 
number,  would  have  been  she  extremity  of  rafiii- 
iitfe..  The  mg  fit  of  this  day  palled  a!fo  quietly. 

About  noon  of  the  nth.  tney  dilcovered  a vef- 
fei  ofr  die  Bay,  which  proved  to  be  a Bioop  ha- 
ving Cap:.  Bagot  asid  a field  piece  on  board,  foe 
she  Camp  at  Pagoua.  Boon  after,  Serjeant  Swcti 
aruved  wish  ammuninon  Sc  provifion  3 they  there- 
fore fet  eft  at  about  halt  pail  2 lor  Richmond,  a;  d 
arrived  there  a little  before  Sunfet.  Here,  about 
11  ai  night,  they  were  alarmed  by  the  bawling  of 
Negros  in  the  Woods,  who  had  been  purpoieiy 
feat  uiilher,  to  give  warning  ox  an  approaching 
enemy,  vvno  were  now  expected  every  moment.— 
"i  lie  ipiritied  alacrity  (hewn  iy  every  man  on  thi& 
alen,  is  beyond  ail  praife  3 the  whole  were  initanc- 
ly  under  arms  and  eager  rur  the  conflict.  The  a- 
arrn,  however,  appeared  to  be  Without  foundation* 

At  half  pail  b next  morning,  they  advanced  to- 
wards Ragcua,  & were  joined  Dy  20  of  the  Lascia 
militia,  who  had  retreated  :o  this  place  cn  the  ap- 
proach of  She  Enemy  to  Hatton  Garden.

Capt.  Bathe,  vvi.h  a party  cf  the  15th,  Lt  Evat 
of  the  fengineers  & Dr.  Wiihamlon  came  to  Fa- 
g^a  next  clay  ( 13th  ) during  the  courle  of  which, 
3 oi  the  enemy’s'  advanced  Sentinels  were  killed  by 
feuuts  of  the  coloured  Company.  They  afterwards 
were  placed  at  a more  refpeitfol  diilance. 

Capt.  Bathe  having  taken  the  Command,  fenfc 
notice  from  the  Grand  Camp  to  the  troops  at  Mr* 
Rniweazie’s  ground,  that  the  field  piece  would 
begin  to  play  at  midnight.  Before  it  opened  the 
R .cquets  in  the  Gr.  & It.  Inf.  quarters  gave  4 a® 
luims,  but  all  proved  to  bo  lahe. 

'1  he  held  piece  commenced  as  they  had  been  in 
formed,  but  uopped  after  9 lhots.  This  gun  had 
hitherto  been  carefully  mafked  frem  the  Lnurty. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  14th.  the  field  pie- 
ce began  a very  heavy  fire  upon  the  Enemy.  Is 
did  great  damsge  to  the  Houies  and  ibma  execuci- 
cn  among  (Jig  wen,  wh<?  as-  they  fled  fecin  its  feu* 
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.of  Sre  to  the  oppnfit?  file  of  the  ftone  building,  felt 

themfeves  affiled  by  ioms  coloured  Artillerymen 
v/'fh  their  mffquets,  who  had  advanced  fo  near  to 
them,  as  to  hxi'  difeintlly  their  repeated  exclama- 
tions of  c<  Ces  -D  tables  font  partita  / 

In  the  forenoon  a large  detachment  of  the  color- 
ed Fuzileers  attacked  the  Enemy,  whillt  a conftant 

;wts  kept  up  from  the  oppofste  ridge,  by  the 
(j-  drs.  It.  Inf,  & color’  ' Artlry.  of  the  St,  Geor’s 
g.t  acUa  cing  upon  and  killing  fevtxal  very  clofe 
to  their  w rkw  In  thefe  attacks  a number  of  the 
enemy  were  killed  and  wounded,  .and  2 of  the  co- 
lored F uzileers  were  wounde  d one  mortally. 

While  the  Enemy  were  thus  engaged,  a brave  & 
afttve  party  of'Negros,  ( of  the  numbers  who  had 
voluntarily  attached  themsel  ves  to  the  Public  caufe  ) 
jno'i  refohitely,  went  down  into  the  Failure  over 
p,!goaa  river  where  the  Cattle  were  grazing,  and 
which  the  Enemy  cm-fidered  as  their  own,  & dro- 
ve them  all  with  a U*ck  of  Sheep  to  Mr.  Entwea- 
S’c’s  ground. 

It  is  here  proper  to  remark  that  the  Enemy  could 
not  pervert  a {ingle  Negro  from  his  duty,  they 
found  them  on  the  contrary  their  implacable  ene- 
sr.ies,  and  raging  with  impatience,  to  be  let  on  to 

exiirminate  them. 

|t  vv?.s  with  difficulty  the  Negroes  cfbctn  Camps 
could  be  reliraineci,  from  daihmg  into  Enterprifes 
on  the  Enemy’s  out  polls,  which  the’  well  intend- 
ed, might  prove  fatal  to  themselves  and  prematu- 
rely precipitate  attain  of  consequences,  that  might 
foe  prejudicial  to  the  Service.  The  fame  fpirit  pre 
vai’ed  in  every  Englifh  quarter  of  the  Ifland.  la 
the  Camos,  the  numbers  who  had  arrived  as  Car- 
riers, the  Servants  of  Gentlemen  lerving  as  Pciva 
tes  in  the  ML  da,  thofe  of  the  Officers,  thole  who 
had  come  in  from  the  attacked  Eftates,  and  others 
brought  as  uletul  to  the  Caufe,  by  the  Planters  in 
the  neighbourhood,  formed  together  a body  of  a- 
bout  300  active,  (lout,  attached  Negroes.  They 
all  had  arms,  luch  as  Sabres  or  Pikes,  and  many 
accullomsd  to  Ihoot  in  the  Woods  bad  mufkets. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  had  been  informed 
of  their  fpiritted  conduct,  and  on  the  14th  in  the 
Evening  the  following  appeared  in  General  Orders 
jn  Camp. 

Government  Houfe  13th  June  1795, 

The  Governor  has  heard  of  the  faithful  conduit 
and  fpirited  offers  of  the  Negroes  of  Dominica  ma- 
ny of  whom,  have  offeied  their  Services  to  attack 
the  vile  Brigands  ; Not  One , has  joined  the  Inv-a- 

Every  Black  man  or  other  Perlon  or  color, 

who  fh all  kill  or  bring  in  priloner  a Brigand,  lhail 
receive  fi.e  Joes  Reward,  to  be  paid  at  the  Secre- 
tary’s  Office  on  proof  before  any  Magistrate  in  any 
Parifh  ol  this  ifland.  — Whoever,  Black  or  White 
fhal  bring  in,' dead  or  alive,  the  bodies  of  Nor- 
bfrd  Motard,  Tallandier,  or  any  white  Perlon  or 
Mefl  f.  who  has  ailed  as  a Guide  or  Interpreter 
for  the  Invaders,  (hall  on  due  Conviction  receive 

eo  iots  Many,  have  deferved' Rewards  before 

any  were  offered.'  HENRY  HAMILTON. 

Bv  Order,  j.  Falvey  Aid  de  Camp. 

It  will  readily  be  conceived,  that  the  intuiting  at- 
tacks made  on  the  Enemy,  the  forenoon  of  this  day, 
were  at  the  fame  time  to  try  their  Ardor  & milaaiy 
conduit,  & break  in  our  young  Troops,  by  infpi- 
yitinc'  them  to  approach  the  Enemy  in  their  ltrong 
bold"  It  was  alio  preparatory  to  a general  Affault 
for  which  meafures  were  trlcen,  and  to  be  execu- 
ted in  the  courleof  the  15th.  by  which  time  Capt, 
Bathe  expedted  a Reinforcement,  to  complete  the 
Blockade  to  the  W.  which  required  a greater  force 
than  he  could  prudently  Ipare. 

We  will  here  Hate  the  relative  pofition  of  our  2 
Camps  to  that  of  ths  Enemy,  after  trefpaffung  on 


the  Reader^  inthilgerrce  tc  recall  to  Ids  mind,  ftaj 
by  the  fpeedy,  the  rapid  march  of  ihe  Prong  detach 
mentor  the  St.  George’s,  on  the  3th.  to  RclViy, 
Rofeau  became  effectually  (ecu red  from  any  hidden 
attack  of  the  Invaders,  by  that  practicable  rout.  It 
had  alio  prevented  their  advancing  into  the  Grand 
Bzy  Quarter,  where  they  expedled  to  find  friends 
ready,  to  affilt  them  in  getting  to  the  Seat  of  Go- 
vernment the’  by  a more  circuitous  march  ; but  ins 
which,  they  would  have  been  egregiously  Tiap- 
pcinted  as  the  Fort  & PafTes  in  that  Quarter,  were 
•efpeeiaily  guarded.  Rofaly  A the  Parifh  of  St  Da- 
vid were  however  fecured  from  depredation  by  the 
prompt  arrival  of  that  Detachment ; and,  by  its  as 
rapid  advance  to  Pagaua,  all  the  valuable  Proper- 
ties lying  between  Hatton  Garden  Eftate  and  Ro- 
faly were  as  completely  covered  ; they  bad  aifo,  by 
the  llation  they  occupied,  got  the  Enemy  between 
them  and  the  Northern  Pagoaa  Camp,  which  we 
have  fbewn  to  have  been  formed,  by  his  Excellen- 
cy's Orders,  with  equal  promptitude  and  fuccdse 
from  the  Northward,  and  w-nich  as  comp’etely  cue 
off  the  Enemy  from  penetrating  into  the  Quarter 
of  their  friends  at  Point  j aequo  ; from  pillaging 
no  iefs  than  8 rich  Eftates  to  the  Northward,  and 
from  a Hilling  any  other  body  of  Invading  troops. 

The  Enemy,  thus  hemmed  in  to  the  North  and 
South,  the  Sea  to  the  Eaftward,  had  they  veffels, 
afforded  them  the  merely  poffibie  means  of  Heaps 
in  that  dirediion  ; but,  to  tne  Wellward,  thro’  in- 
deed, an  almoU  impracticable  Country,  they  had 
Runaway  Negroes  paths,  which  in  about  24  hours 
would  bring  tiiem  by  the  N.  W.  to  the  heights  cf 
Colyhaut ; by  a due  W.  courfe,  to  the  Layou  val- 
ley, and  thence  to  Colyhaut  ; or  by  Striking  offoa 
the  tops  ol  the  Mountain  at  about  1 2 nours  march 
from  Pagoua  to  the  S„  W.,  they  might  reach,  bat 
through  a more  impracticable  Country,  the  heights 
of  Boeree  and  thence  an  open  road  to  Rofeau.  Is 
was  known  they  had  brought  with  them  Mourn  iS 
’Tallandier , both  born  Britifh  Subj.dls  at  Coly- 
haut as  Guides,  who  were  too  well  acquainted  with 
the  Runaways  tracks  & who  it  could  not  be  doubt- 
ed, would  lead  thtrm  to  that  horde  of  Tray  tors  in 
their  own  Parilh  of  St.  Peter.  Of  ammuniion  Sc 
arms  they  had  abundance  ; of  Provifions,  but  little. 
Before  Sun- fet  this  Evening,  the  Enemy  feem- 
ed  to  be  all  unulualiy  agitated,  running  from  Poll 
to  Poft,  all  appeared  ei^ployed,  and  evidently  Ir» 
a Hate  of  alarm  ; whether  forefeemgand  preparing 
for  a general  Alfault,  or  had  received  intelligence 
of  approaching  friends,  or  were  intent  on  flying  ten 
the  Weilwaru,  were  all  equally  poffibie  : the  Hit, 
as  the  molt  probable,  determined  Cape.  Bathe  im- 
mediately to  adopt  meafures  to  prevent  it,  at  lealt* 
las  far  as  lay  withiu  his  power.  , 

He  ordered  Capt.  Corlet  with  the  colored  Ar- 
tillery to  Pagoua  Park,  ( Mr.  Nibbs’s,  ) to  pre- 
vent their  retreating  that  way  , at  the  fame  tiros 
Capt.  Home,  was  lent  with  70  men  up  the  oppoii- 
te  ridge  towards  Crapaux  hall,  near  to  which,  it 
was  intended  they  Should  crois  the  valley  and  taka 
poffeffion  of  an  dminence  in  the  road  by  which  they 
could  intercept  the  enemy  in  that  direction.  Capt. 
Corlet’s  party  got  to  their  ftation  in  good  time,  & 
if  Cap.  Home  had  been  as  fortunate,  it  would  ncC 
have  been  poffibie  for  the  Enemy  to  efcape  j but 
his  Party  being  long  in  getting  off,  and  the  road 
proving  very  bad,  the  nihgt  exceedingly  dark,  Se 
a heavy  rain  falling,  they  were  obliged  to  pafs  the 
night  in  the  woods,  at  fame  dhlance  from  the  fpoS 
they  wilhed  to  reach.  Scoutr  were  aho  ordered 
from  both  Camps  to  the  ikirts  of  the  Wood  for  in-, 
tehigence,  and  the  troops  continued  under  arms  all 
night.  Capt.  Corlct’s  Party  palled  the  night  with- 
out difturbance  » Cepe,  liems’s  heard  utile,  bus 

could 


■eou!<3  not  sfera'n  flu  caafc  ; Hie  Scouts  ijcrcsiv* 
cd  neither  movement  of  an}*  Kind,  or  noli.1’,  and 
•the.  Camps  paffsd  the  night  without  a frngje  ai.ttm, 

Ncvcrthck!';-,  at  day  break  next morning  it  was 
d\< covered,  that  the  Enemy  had  decamped  in  the 
rrr'nt,  awi  it  was  certain,  they  con'd  ha-ve  taken 

soother  rout  but  that  into  the  Woods. 

Expreffes  were  immediately  difpatched  to  Go- 
vernor Hamilton  and  the  Commandant  at  Prince 
Rupert’s  bay  to  apprife  them  or  this  difafter ; but 
they,  had  not  gone  -many  hours,  when  the  gene- 
ral attention  was  called  oft  from  the  fugitives,  and 
fixed  on  Objects  far  more  important-. 

About  4 is  the  afternoon,  a MeOengcr  arrived  __ 
from  Hamplied  with  Intelligence,  that  3 !a-ge 
Schooners,  one  of  them  ftrongly  armed,  and  3 
Peutaugcrs,  kad  landed  another  body  of  Invaders 
at  Battfjoo ; that  they  were  then  st-Hampfied  & 
about  400  in  number  ; thatD’Oyle  in  the  I tiber - 
Dia,  had  engaged  them,  and  sltho  he  could  not 
prevent  their  landing  he  kept  up  fo  heavy  and  in- 
ceffant  a fire  on  them,  that  he  annoyed  and  per- 
plexed them  greatly,  and  killed  fevers!. 

Expreffes  fallowed  tbofe  of  the  morning  with  in 
formation  of  - tUefe  Events  : the  Camp  from  Em  — 
weafle’s,  the  Detachments  from  Pagoua  Park  and’ 
Crapaux  ball  joined,  accord, ng  to  oru.  r,  the  main 
b dy  llationed  at  Pagoua  Camp,  and  in  the  mean 
time  Capt.  Conftabie  with  the  colored  Light  In- 
fantry, ( heretofore. called  Fuzileers,  ) w»;h  about 
50  Regulars,  were  ordered  to  advance  dire&ly  to 
Melville  kJb  In  the  tv . ling -the  coloured  Artil- 
lery were  ordered  to  follow  them,  fo  that  the  force 
St  Melville  hall  amounted  to  200  men. 

A little  before  the  departure  of  the  latter,  the 
txps&ei  reinforcement  arrived,  confiding  a Cap. 
Du  Vermont’s  Emigrant  Corps,  Cap.  Wilbraham 
with  the  St  Mark’s,  Sr  1481  Ptk’s  militia  & about 
60  regulars,  who  had  left  their  Officer  Cap.  Chrif- 
tie  dangeroufly  ill  or.  the  road  from  a violent  Coup 
da  Soled  and  exeeffive  fatigue.  This  reinforce- 
ment added  200  brave  men  to  the  Grand  Camp. 

In  about  an  hour  and  half,  the  colored  Lt.  Inf. 
reached  Melville  h.  and  learning  that  a Negro,  2 
hours  before,  had  difeovered  about  20  of  the  Ene- 
my fkulking  in  a cane  piece  ; a.  party  of  the  color- 
ed It.  Inf.  were  immediately  fent  out,  who  killed 
4,  & took  3 prisoners  : the  reft  fl;d»  leaving  be- 
hind them  their  arms,  ammunition,  and  baggage. 

It  proved,  from  the  Prifoners,  that  theie  vveie  a 
part  of  the  firft  Invaders  who  had  fled  from  P-agoa, 
& that  the  reft  were  upper  fed  in  the  Woods,  fome 
having  taken  a Wcft.vard  dircition,  among  them, 
Moura  and  that  the  main  body,  about  120  men 
were  undetermined  what  courfe  to  fleer,  but  that 
all  were  in  want  of  pro vi  (ions : they  affected  to  be 
ignorant  of  the  landing  of  their  friends. 

Capt.  Conftable,  with  a proper  military  precau- 
tion, * had  fent  Enflgn  Frazer,  to  reconnoitre  the 
lal  Invaders,  who  (earned  intent  on  fixing  at  Ham- 
filed  ; with  the  utmoll  ccolnefs  and  intrepidity  hs 
got  fo  near  their  Pofts,  as  to  afeertain,  that  they 
had  not  more  than  290  Men,  alniolt  all  Whites, 
Regulars,  aud  9 or  10  Officers. 

On  the  i6ih.  the  troops  who  waited  at  Melville 
hail  for  orders,  were  joined  by  Cap.  Bathe,  Cap. 
Begot,  the  field  piece,  the  Emigrant  Corps,  part 
of  Capt.  Wilbraham’s  Company,  & the  rc-ll  of  the 
Regulars.  About  the  fame  time,  information  was 
received,  that  the  Enemy  had  left  Iiampfted,  and 
were  advancing  tcwaids  Woodford  hill.  Captain 
Walker,  with  the  lt.  Inf.  of  the  60th,  the  colored 
lt.  Inf.  & the  colored  Artillery,  were  immediately 
ordered  to  .meet  and  endsuvwr  to  cut  them  eft  in 
their  pregrefs. 


The  MVmrgar  of-thft  was  tlx’r  Guide  ; 

he  condoSsd  them  by  a (bort  bye  w <y  ft;  Iking  tif 
the  great  read,  a lii-.Ie  before  the-  ca-ce  dc^i  t« 
Londonderry  and  palling  to  Felicity  hail.  On  ar- 
riving at  die  fetter  place,  an  Exprefs  ii.f.-rmcd  that 
the  Enemy  had  palled  Woodford  hill,  and  were  ad- 
vancing to  Eden  : indeed,  alih-i*  nearly  Sun  flat, 
our  troops  could  fee  them  pa  fling. 

After  mature  deliberation,  Capt.  Walker  deter- 
mined, after  fending  an  Exprefs  to  Capt;  Bathe 
to  acquaint  hint  with  his  own  k the  Enemy’s  mo- 
tions, to  go  on  to  Woodford  hill.  They  had  not 
arrived  there  a few  minutes,  when  Capt.  Darrah 
from  F.  P.upert’s  bay,  joined  them  with  be  Regu- 
lars, and  made  their  collected  force  at  that  Poll* 
3C0  men. 

On  the  Morning  of  the  17th,  Lt.  Henderfon 
who  had  commanded  the  Picquet  Guard  of  the  left 
night,  brought  Intelligence  that  there  was  a Petit— 
augre  in  the  bay,  and  that  a party  of  Brigand* 
were  landing  & rolling  up  Previfions  from  her  to- 
wards the  Enemy  at  Eden.  Lis.  -johnitone  and 
Henderfon  were  immediately  ordered  with  201r.cn 
to  attack  them  and  bring  in  the  Proviiiuns  : they 
killed  one  man,  wounded  and  took  another,  the  o- 
thars  fled.  -They  then  boarded  the  vdfcl,  out  of 
which  they  took  2 bUmdei belles,  a quantity  of 
bifeuit  and  fait  fifh,  and  fcaulcdher  & her  Cance, 
About  noon,  information  arrived  at  Woodford,- 
that.  Cap-.  Bathe  with  the  troops  under  his  Com- 
nur.d  aud  the  Gun,  were  in  fight  of  the  Enemy, 
being  polled  on  an  Eminence  between  Eden  and 
Spring  Garden  : at  the  la  v rime  Capt.  Bathe  or- 
dered the  troops  at  Woodford  to  march,  and  take 
Porft  iu  the  road  leading  from  Edca  into  the  woods 
whither,  it  was  apprehended,  the  Enemy  if  clofe- 
ly  pUrfued,  would  endeavor  to  make  their  Efcape. 

They  reached  their  ground  in  lefs  than  half  an 
hour,  and  were  then,  about  the  fame  diftance  from 
Eden.  Here  they  waited  the  Event  : in  about  z 
hours  Capt.  Bagot  came  over  to  inform  them,  the 
ift.  fire  from  the  field  piece,  which  he  laid  would 
commence  in  half  aa  hour,  was  to  be  the  fignai  for 
the  general  Attack. 

Soon  after,  the  Enemy’s  Drum  was  heard  to 
beat  to  Arms. 

The  oldeil  Officers  prefent,  declared  it  impeffi- 
ble,  to  do  juftke  to  the  Ardor  maniiefted  by  our 
brave  Troops,  of  every  rank,  on  this  iiripreffive 
occaficn ; — They  had  been  lately  in  full  pofleffi- 
cn,  as  it  were,  of  a furs  Dundee  Enemy,  who  had 
efcaped  their  rage,  and  they  had  now  before  them, 
a more  formidable  body,  whole  fate,  in  all  human 
probability  flood  fufpended  but  for  a few  moments, 
from  their  avenging  Arms. 

In  the  heighth  of  tide  univerfal  animation  it  was 
neverthelefs,  prudently  fuggeikd,’ that  it  would  be 
ncceflary  to  guard  the  great  road  leading  from  E- 
den  to  Woodlord  Hill,  as  well  as  the  path  to ‘the 
Woods,  and  Captain  Walker  who  commanded  ths 
party  detached  to  fecare  the  path,  immediately  dif- 
patched Capt.  Corlet  with  50  of  his  colored  Artil- 
lesy  to  the  great  road,  for  that  purpofe.  The  im- 
poitance  cf  ibis  order  was  foon  app  arent,  for  Cap. 
Corlet  had  fcarce  reached  the  road,  when  they  fell 
in  with  a party  of  the  Enemy,  whole  force  they 
could  not  afeertain  on  account  of  the  bu flits,  but 
were  well  allured  they  were  ftronger  than  thcmfel- 
ves.  An  Engagement  took  place,  & a in  .art  fi- 
ring was  kept  up  for  fome  minute’s,  in  which  Cap. 
Corlet  had  3 men  very  dangeroufly  wounded  : ha 
Exceeded,  however,  in  driving  back  a great  part 
of  them,  who  fled  with  Inch  precipitation,  as  to 
leave  behind  them  their  arms  and  baggage  ; but  a 
number  abb  Heaped,,  who  ccniiopcd  their  rout  10 


^oo3For4  Hi!!,  The  great  mU'tory  jutlgiuest  in 

the  order  for  thb  Movtfflwii  the  pomjpiHuds  &n4 
bravery  wuU  which  it  was  executed,  cannot  clb*» 
pc  the  Re  Jar’s  particular  attention  and  Applaud. 

The  half  hour,  had  forns  tin**,  e’er  this,  ex  pi* 
tcJ,  and  Ca>.  Wriker’s  detachment  continued,  a 
long  hours  more,  impatiently  expefting  the  Signal 
for  the  General  Attack'. 

C«n.  Walker  therefore.  Wins;  atsprehenfive  that 
Cap,  Bigot  had  mifs’d  h'w  way  ( He  had  no  Guide  ) 
difpatched  * Ms  Hunger  to  Spring  Garden  Camp 
to  enquire  into  the  caufe  of  the  delay  ; a Caefe,  he 
was  foon  after  convinced,  he  had  not  ffifpefted. 

The  En*my,  finding  thcrofelves  hr, rounded  on 
every  fi  le,  repulfed  front  ’Woodford  Hul,  and  no 
Avenue  left  for  retreat,  had  fsrvt  in  so  Officer  end 
fi  .g  of  Truce,  to  treat  of  Terms,  The  conditions 
ci  Cauitulation  proposed  by  Cap-,  Bathe,  were  that 
thsv  (hohld  deliver  op  tketr  Arms,  Accoutrements 
end  Ammunition,  and  fjmnder  rfcemfelves  Prifo- 
-f  War.  It  was,  never ti>i!efs>  permitted  to 
th*  Officers  to  wear  fit  sir  fid--  Aims,  and  their -big 

fs  w’s  preferred  from  plunder.  TOvf&  Terns* 
ei  -g  agreed  to  end- ratified  on  both  fides, 

w#,$  vsfit  to  th#  Eflfroy^  CJ&ETp*  to-  .hoift  site 
Engltflh  oyer  the  Republican  PH?,  -while  the  Bii- 
tlflb  troop:-  o- arched  in,  and  formed  a circle  round 
the  Enemy,  who  delivered  up  their  arms  &«. 

Whilfi  they  were  (till  in  their  ranks,  an  Officer 
cf  the  St.  George’s  Regiment,  coming  forward, 
recognized  Norberd  Motard  of  Qolybaut , id  Klafie 
Petit  of  Print  Michel,  (landing  behind  their  groun- 
ded arms  in  the  French  Uniform ; this  diteovery 
was  immediatly  made  known  to  Capt.  Bathe,  who 
ordered  they  lhould  be  feized  as  Rebel  BrkiftrSub- 
Jecls : whether  their  guilt  had  led  them  to  inter- 
pret a lhort  fufpenfion  of  what  had  before  been  go- 
in?  on,  as  tending  to  their  d.fcovery?  or  they  bad 
received  information  of  it,  they  hud  Sett  the  ranks, 
snd  were  endeavoring  to  fecrete  them! elves,  when 
they  were  forcibly  brought  back,  put  in  Irons  as 
Traylors  and  carried  into  ciofe  imprifonment. 

Immedi  -.tely  afterwards,  the  reft  of  the  Terms 
were  arrang'd  with  the  other  Prifoners,  according 
to  Capitulation,  and  Exprefigs  difpatched  to  Rofe- 
au,  by  the  way  of  Prince  Rupert’s,  announcing 
the  fortunate  Event. 

The  Number  of  the  Enemy  furrefidered,  with 
their  General  Carreau  and  9 Officers,  were  192, 
with  their  Arms  and  32,000  Mu  fleet  Baf!  Cartrid- 
ges, Their’ whole  force  landed  under  Carreaux, 
was  declared  by  him  to  be  233,  fo  that  41  had  cl- 
eaned, but  thefe  were  to  be  included  in  the  Capita 
lation.  It  muft  not  however  be  forgotten,  that  the 
French  General  being  interrogated  with  refpeft  to 
the  Pagoua  party,  foleronly  disclaimed  all  knowle- 
ge  of fuch  force  being  in  the  Jfland  ; never  lufpeft 
jng  perhaps,  that  his  letter  to  Rarrfeau  the  Genl.  of 
that  Party  ftmuld  fall  into  the  hands  of  our  Gover- 
nor, in  which  he  writes,  “ Me  voila  inon  cher  Gl. 
ervec  300  bon  Bougres  bien  armes  & 32,000  d' ex- 
cellent! Cartouches . ” 

Thus  happily  for  the  Country,  & mod  honora- 
bly for  our  brave  Troops,  did  the  Evening  of  the 
1 7 ih.  clofe  the  Events  of  that  fortunate  day.  A 
day,  not  the  lefs  propitious  for  proceeding  a very 
ndverfe  interruption  to  the  general  joy  that  was  dif- 
fufed  thro’out  our  Camps,  as  even  that  unexpect- 
ed misfortune  afforded  to  our  troops  another  occa- 
fion  of  difplaying  their  Valor,  and  ultimately  led 
to  the  total  overthrow  of  our  invading  Enemies  & 
Bur  traiterous  internal  Foes. 

About  half  paft  Midnight,  the  Sentinel  of  our 
Picquet  Guard  at  the  Sugar  works,  perceiving  fe- 
deral men  approaching  him  by  the  road  leading 
from  Mr.  Powell’s  houie#  where  our  grand  Camp 


was  fisr-d  for  the  Right,  anil  having  challenged  1* 
the  ufual  manner,  without  receiving  an  anftver,  fi- 
red hs«  piece,  as  did  ailo  the  Corporal ; they  were 
immediately  attacked  by  an  irregular  difeharge  of 
tot  left  than  too  oiofkeis tbs  Guard,  only  a Ser- 
jeant’s, turned  out  inftantly,  but  from  the  Bidden 
and  unlocked  for  nature  of  the  attack,  and  the  fo- 
petiority  cf  the  AfTatHants,  in  fonts  confofion,  A 
very  well  directed  fire  was,  however,  kept  up  by 
this  brave  Picquet,  which  continued  to  keep  the  E- 
netny  at  bay.  The  Grand  Camp  was  not  quite  a 
nui fleet  fhot  diftant.  At  tire  moment  the  Sentinel 
fired  the  hr  ft  Alarm,  Capt.  T.  Beech  was  report- 
ing his  rounds,  from  which  He  then  bad  return’d, 
to  Capt.  Ba  the.  Capt.  Price  of  the  tjth.  came  in 
at  t bs  fame  in  Rant  the  Corporal’s  piece  was  fired  ; 
that,  in  a few  feconds,  was  followed  by  the  Ene- 
my’s irregular  difdiarge  : both  the  Captains  beg- 
ged to  be  ordered  to  the  relief  of  the  Picquet . De- 
tachments from  the  15th  & both,  from  the  St  G’* 
Grenadiers  and  from  Du  Vermont’s  Corps,  in  ail 
So  men  ware  put  under  their  command  : they  got 
under  aronwith  afford  fifing  difpatcb ;;  the  Picquet 
ftil!  held  out  gallantly  ; but  tho’  the  relief  ran  a* 
fall  as  poJBbie  down  the  hill  to  .hem,  their  firing 
cos %I  before  the  detachment®  could  get  to  a turn- 
ing, which  gave  them  command  on  all  about  th* 
works.  On  advancing  to  the  works,  Capt.  Price 
found  the  Picquet  had  been  overpowered  and  the 
1 Serjeant  taken  prifor.er.  Soon  after,  feme  of  the 
1 Jth  on  the  right,  were  challenged  by  Sfti  Vive  ? 
they  da  ilied  on  tc  the  voice,  and  feized  2 of  the 
Brigands } one  was  inftantly  bayonelted,  the  other 
threw  down  his  arms  and  was  made  prisoner.  A 
fir  art  firing  then  commenced  fiom  the  Detachment 
which  was  as  fmartly  returned  by  the  Enemy,  till 
at  length  Capt.  Price  gave  orders  to  charge  with 
Bayonets ; the  words  were  not  uttered  when  a hea- 
vy fire  from  the  Enemy  killed  1 cf  the  ijffi  and 
wounded  feveral  of  the  others,  fo  that  the  Order 
not  having  been  heard,  the  men  continued  to  load 
and  fire  with  increased  vivacity.  Capt.  Price  wa* 
more  fucceftfal  in  his  next  effort : our  People  c— 
beyed  & charging  Bayonets,  rulhed  toward  the  e- 
nemy  with  great  intrepidity,  but  when  they  got  on 
the  ground  they  found  only  the  dead,  the  wound- 
ed, the  arms,  & accoutrements  of  the  Enemy,  ly- 
ing feattered  about,  as  far  as  it  was  thought  right 
to  purfue  them;  the  excefiive  darknels  cf  the  nigat 
covering  too  favorably,  their  retreat,  which  they 
began,  on  hearing  the  laft  order  to  charge,  gives 
as  it  was,  with  a rfcoft  animated  vehemence. 

By  the  time  the  Detachment  returned  to  the  Su- 
gar works,  thofe  of  the  Picquet,  who  had  mads 
good  their  retreat,  began  alfo  to  return  ; among 
them,  Cap.  Beech  had  the  happinefs  of  embracing 
his  younger’brother.  The  Enemy  had  3 killed,  j 
wounded  and  2 prifoners  left  on  the  fpot ; the  next 
day  47  ftand  of  Arms  and  many  fets  of  Accoutre- 
ments were  brought  in,  & dead  bodies  were  found 
in  the  woods  feveral  fucceffivg  days,  which  had  the 
appearance  of  having  received  their  wounds  in  ths 
laft  A&ion.  We  unfortunately,  had  3 killed  & 3 
dangeroufty  wounded,  & 1 Serjeant  of  the  15th, 
taken  Prifoaer. 

It  afterwards  appeared  that  this  Attack  was  da- 
ringly made,  by  the  main  body  of  thofe  who  had 
efcaped  from  Pagoua  under  Rameau,  & had  bees 
ever  fince  wandering  in  the  Woods.  It  is  alfo  cer 
tain,  that  it  was  an  effort  of  theirs,  to  join^Gene- 
ral  Carreau  at  Eden,  not  having  heard  of  his  fur- 
render. 

They  had  prudently  got  towards  the  Sea,  in  tha 
night,  and  kept  in  the  bye  paths  neareft  the  beach 
until  they  had,  as  they  hoped,  acccmplilhed  their 
enterprise,  and  then  boldly  pulhed  into  the  high 


jw.3  where  oar  Sentinel?  challenged  them.  The 
bye  paths  were  examined  the  next  day,  when  'he 
traces  of  their  march  were  diftirtfilly  afeertamed  & 
part  of  a french  Officer’s  Safi)-,  was  found  lying 
in  the  path,  the  other  part  of  which  was  hanging 
•on  a bufh  that  had  opooPd  hispafFage. 

Priforers  continued  to  drop  io  either  fingly,  or 
in  parties  'of  2.  3 and  4,  from  time  to  time  during 
this  day  ; there  came  alfo intelligence,  that  thofe 
-who  had  palled  Ca  t.  Corlct  yefterr’ay,  and  thofe 
who  had  fled  f>-om  the  Detachment  this  morning, 
had  joined  at  Hanv  fted  and  encamped  there. 

Eight  Piif  -tters  were  Cent  from  Woodford  Hill, 
1 taken  by  Mr.  Moore  the  Manager,  the  reft  by 
the  Negroes.  A few  Straglers  alfo  ftrrrendered. 

On  the  morning  of  the  20th.  a French  Officer, 
with  12  men  came  to  our  Camp  & voluntarily  fur- 
rendered  them !e!  ves.  The  Officer  declared  it  to 
Be  the  universal  wiih  of  thofe  who  had  Pied  from 
Pagoua,  to  do  the  fame  ; and  that  they  were  pre- 
vented now  as  well  as  before  they  left  Pagou%  fo- 
Jely  by  the  fear  of  being  inllant'y  put  to  Death. 

Capr.  Bathe,  endeavored  to  convince  them,  furh 
fears  were  groun clefs,  and  they  were  further  con- 
vinced by  the  Prifoners  themfelves,  we  had  rlrea- 
<Jy  taken,  that  they  were  treated  with  the  u’.moft 
'ler.i'y.  Capt.  Bathe,  at  the  fame  time  informed 
the  Officer  of  the, intelligence  he  had  received,  that 
Pannau  and  bis  Party,  were  then  encamped  at 
Ilarrpfted  : he  replied,  that  if  Capt.  Bathe  <vo7d 

appoint  an  Officer  logo  with  himA  a FhgofTrti 
ce  toHamfted,  he  would  go  thither,  and  endeavor 
to  undeceive  his  Aflbciates,  who,  he  was  well  af- 
■fured,  upon  his  Representations,  would  readily  ac- 
cept the  fame  terms  of  Capitulation,  as  Gen!.  Car- 
-reau  had  ftu  reudered  on. 

Capt.  Home,  and  Lt.  Evaft  were  immediately 
fent  with  the  French  Officer  to  Hampfted,  to  pro- 
pofe  to  Genl.  Ramr- n,  the  fame  Terms  of  Capi- 
tulation. The  3 Officer*  returned  the  fame  after- 
noon with  the  Articles  agreed  to,  Gl.  Rameau  & 
his  remaining  Party,  96  ip  number  being  readv  to 
furrender  themlblves  and  their  arms  to  the  Orders 
of  Capt.  Bathe  on  thole  Conditions. 

In  confequence  Cap.  Darrah  with  a ftrong  Par- 
ty was  difpatched  to  receive  the  Prifoners,  which 
lie  did  the  fame  night,  and  next  day  marched  t'fyem 
to  Prince  Rupert’s  Bay  ; Cap.  Home,  being  dif- 
patched to  the  Governor,  with  this  molt  intereil- 
jng  intelligence. 

In  order  to  reprefs  the  violent  refer, tments  of  the 
Tdegroes,  againft  the  fugitives,  who  they  were  in 
purfutt  of  in  the  woods.  Orders  were  now  circula- 
ted, ftri&ly  commanding  all  Perfons  meeting  with 
any  of  the  fugitive  Enemy  wounded,  to  give  them 
their  bell  affiftance,  & to  remove  them  to  the  next 
Eftate,  and  to  give  notice  thereof  to  BeadQuar- 
ters,  ar.d  further,  that  no  fugitive  fhould  be  put  to 
death  but  on  refilling  to  lurrer.der  or  making  adlu- 
al  refinance. 

We  had  already  got  into  our  hands  400  Prifo- 
jicr-s  for,  befides  thofe  furrendered  with  Carreau 
and  Rameau,  S'.rnglers  had  come  in,  & 45  were 
taken  by  Mr.  Gould’s  Negroes,  attempting  to  go 
off  at  Batiibou  to  Mariegolante  : thefe,  with  the 
killed,  could  be  hale  lefs  than  the  whole  number 
landed,  & were  all  fent,  fome  by  land,  others  by 
lea  o P. Rupert’s  bay,  wh  re  2 of  H.  M.  S.weie 
readv  to  convey  them  to  Maninica,' 

On  the  22d,  the  following  General  Order  arri- 
ved in  Camp. 

General  Orders  2 1 ft  J une  1*795. 

Ths  Governor  is  happy  in  the  opportunity  'hat 
effers  by  Lt,  Col.  Falvcy,  of  congratulating  Cap. 
Bathe  upon  the  deci five  defeat  the  Brigands  have 

experienced  under  his  command  aflifted  by  iheasa- 


lous  ciffiirts  of  tl;e  Officers  and  men  who  have  ail- 
ed under  his  O.  ders,  and  lequefts  he  will  fignify 
the  fame  in  Public  Orders. 

The  Governor  is  perftrtdcd  that  the  Officers  and 
Men  having  gained  a brilliant  advantage,  over  the 
Invaders  & Deferters  in  arm*,  will  fhety  clitir  fu- 
periority  over  cruel  and  unprincipled  Enemies,  by 
abfta’uving  from  reproachful  Language,  and  every 
kind  bf  lrfak. 

The  Governor,  acquaints  Capt.  Bathe,  that  as 
foot  as  any  fick  or  wounded,  fliall  be  transferred 
to  Rofeau,  they  will  find  the  Court  Hoofs  prepa- 
red, with  every  accommodation,  for  thofe  brave 
men,  who,  have  rilked  every  thing  in  defence  of 
their  honour  & their  Country.  ” 

We  received  at  the  fone  time  a confirmation  of 
the  Reports  in  circulation,  of  a Rebellion,  broke 
out  on  tee  i6.h  at  Colyhaut,  & which,  by  a due 
attention  to  dates,  and  other  proofs,  will  be  found 
iq  have  Ban  fupprefled  by  the  gallant  fuccefies  we 
have  had  the  honor  of  detailing  in  this  Diary  moll 
fortunately  co-operating,  with  the  Ivfealures  judici- 
ouily  adopted  by  the  Governor,  & carried  into  cf- 
frit,  by  the  loyal  Zeal,  and  ipirited  Energies,  of 
our  fellow  Citizens  to  Reward. 

On  the  26th,  of  June,  2 Schooners  filled  with 
Troops  from  Mariegalatue,  appeared  cfFPago.ua, 
making  fignals  to  toe  fhore,  but  not  being  anfwcr- 
ed  they  fiend  back  agait), 

Prifoners  continued  daily  to  come  in  till  the  jrht 
of  July,  when  2 wou  .cled  were  brought  in  expref- 
fi  g tae  moll  grateful  feuftbility  for  the  humane  6c 
tender  attentions  fnewn  to  them  by  our  armed  Ne- 
groes who  had  found  them  in  the  Woods. 

So  late  as  the  roth  of  July,  a Party  of  8 or  10 
were  found  attempting  to  get  offai  Cailabafnee,  & 
on  being  discovered  fled  back  to  the  Woods,  where 
they  mult  perilh  if  not  taken  by  the  Parties  lent  in 
purluit  of  them. 

We  fliall  now  proceed  to  a Recital  of  the  Ope- 
rations againft  the  REBELS  of  COLYHAUT. 

Among  other  prepofitions  for  increafing  our  force 
to  Windward,  & to  avoid  any  further  diminution 
cf  the  (Length  at  Rofeau,  it  was  fuggefted,  that 
the  Militia  of  St.  Peter’s  Parifn,  which  was  corn- 
pofed  of  above  100  aftive  young  men,  could  fur- 
ir.fli  a refpcfiable  body  of  Volunteers  for  that  Ser- 
vice ; & Lt.  Colonel.  Falvey  was  ordered  thither 
to  rails  a Corps  of  50  men  : but  his  fail  report  on 
making  the  attempt  fhevved,  that  no  dependence 
could  be  placed  on  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Pa- 
rrfh,  and  his  report  was  attended  with  fuch  proofs 
of  their  fufpicious  Condufl,  that  he  received  orders 
on  the  15th  of  June,  to  difarm  the  difeffecled  and 
to  burn  every  petitaugre  k Canoe  on  that  part  cf 
the  Coaft.  1 

The  EmifTaries  of  Viflor  Plagues  had  found  inr 
this  diltrift  a ready  and  fcc-ure  concealment,  nor 
couid  he  doubt  the  fuccefs  of  their  million. 

He  knew,  that  during  the  unfortunate  Captivi- 
ty of  Dominica,  in  the  laid  War,  the  Quarter  of 
Colyraut  was  the  Channel  thro’ which  the  French 
Governors  fupplied  the  Runaway  Chiefs  with  the 
arms  and  ammunition  they  were  to  Life  airainft  the 
Bnuflt  Subjects  of  the  Ifland.  He  knewlhat  they 
had  eflenttally,  tho’  dandeftinely,  fupported  thofe 
Savages,  during  the  war  carried  on  againft  them, 
by  Governor  Orde  ; he  therefore  fixed  Mr.  Du- 
rand there,  to  negotiate  a like  Syflem  of  Terror 
with  Pharfelle,  to  co-operate  with' his  intended  In- 
vefion  of  the  Jlhtnd.  Durand,  was  ilifeovered, 
ftized  an.Q  lent  a Prifoncr  to  Martinique,  and  by 
a broke  of  common  Sente  Policy,  under  the  Ad- 
miitiftrauon  of  Lt.  Govr.  Bruce,  Pharfelle  ana  nis 
I ycple,  10  tong  fhc  Raw  head  & Bloody  bcjp.es  of 
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ISomGIc-s,  -ware  induced  to  I'-rrender,  and  na vi 
■ever  lince  the  Invaflon,  been  ufefally  employed  in 
car  Seivice;  but  Vidor  Hugifrs  confidence  in  his 
Colyhaut  -Friends,  was  not  to  be  fo  eafiiy  fhaken  ; 
the  correfpondence  between  them  and  the  Invaders 
at  Pagoua,  was  ftill  too  fuccefsfully  maintained. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  it  was  on  the  night 
of  the  14th  of  June,  Rameau  fled  from  Mr  Bur- 
ton’s Works  : on  the  15th,  Raphael  Dupre,  Hu- 
gue’s  piincipal  Agent,  communicated  the  intelli- 
gence of  that  Event,  to  his  Colleague  Meltz,  at 
Du  Blanc,  and  they  agreed,  to  propagate  at  both 
places,  about  the  fame  inliant,  the  News,  that  the 
'Republican's  had  cut  our  Army  at  Pagoua  to  pie- 
ces, and  were  in  full  march  to  Colyhaut;  a Pro* 
clamation  was  alfo  circulated,  allowing. but  3 days 
to  the  Inhabitants  to  join  them,  and  threatning  all 
who  delayed  with  the  defirudion  of  their  property, 
and  death  tothofe  who  fhould  fall  in  their  hands. 

The  Proclamation  was  counterfigned  by  Maura, 
and  this  was  followed  up  by  Reports  pretended  to 
be  brought  from  Mahaut  & Lav  one,  that  a hea- 
vy cannonading  had  been  heard,  juft  before  day 
light  that  morning,  at  Rofeau;  that  the  Shipping 
Were  getting  out  of  the  Road,  and  that  ail  the  Frt 
Inhabitants  of  Couliabone,  Point  Michel,  & GJ. 
Bay,  had  taken  arms  for  the  Republic  & were  -in 
pofleffion  of  the  Town. 

Before  noon  of  the  i6;h,  thefe  Reports  had  cir- 
culated to  every  Hamlet  in  the  Parifh,  & were  e- 
verv  where  believed.  In  the  Evening,  juft  as  the 
Militia  of  Cculibiftrie,  ( a Divifion  of  the  Par  ifh  ) 
were  parading,  Laurent  Montdefire  and  Pvoudet, 
2 of  the  Company,  quitted  the  ranks,  and  ran  to 
meet  Mr,  Gagneron  of  Colyhaut,  who  Rented  in 
.great  hafte  advancing  tofpeak  to  them-:  their. cor.  « 
verfation  was  fhort  but  very  animated  and  on  re- 
turning to  the  ranks,  they  conveyed  an  Intelligen- 
ce to  their  right  and  left,  which  by  the  general  e- 
gita  don  appeared  of  much  importance.  They  got 
•the  News  of  Carreau’s  landing. 

After  the  Parade  was  difmifled,  the  Serjeant, 
Mr.  Hudfon,  cbferved  the  men  taking  their  arms 
In  a tumultuous  manner,  and -on  his  afking  what  it 
meant,  they  faid,  they  had  no  account  to  give  him 
cf  their  condudt,  but  would  now,  command  them- 
felves.  They  however,  hinted  to  him  parts  of  the 
Intelligence  they  had  received,  declared  their  refo 
lotion  of  joining  their  friends  of  Colyhaut  and  Du- 
blanc,  who  took  Arms  in  the  fame  Caufe,  & were 
proceeding  to  join  the  Republicans  coming  from 
Windward. 

They,  at  iirft,  infilled  on  Hudfon5s  joining  with 
th  em,  and  threatned  his  life  if  he  did  not  : he  re- 
plied, they  might  take  his  life,  it  was  in  their  pew 
er,  but  he  would  not  be  guilty  of  fo  difhonorab'e 
an  Adi.  Thefe  infatuated  Wretches  had  honor  e— 
nough  to  fay,  as  he  had  never  mifbehaved  to  them 
they  would  not  hurt  him.  They  then  demanded 
from  him  the  Key  of  the  Magazin,  & getting  it, 
advifed  him  to  make  off  as  loon  as  poffible.  The 
Rebels  marched  off  the  ground  huzzaing,  Vive  la 
Rcpuhlique  ! Mar^hons  ! Marehons  / They  pro- 
ceeded to  join  the  Dublanc  Company,  who  were 
waiting  for  them,  and  with -thefe  they  advanced  to 
Colyhaut,  where  the  Company  of  that  place,  join- 
ing, they  formed  a body  of  150  men,  commanded 
by  3 Commiflioned  Officers  or  the  St.  Peter’s  Mi- 
litia & J.B.  Meltz. 

Serjeant  Hudfon,  was  very  expeditious  : he  tra 
veiled  all  night  to  Rofeau,  and  at  2 o’clock  in  the 
morning  reported  to  the  Governor,  what  had  hap- 
pened. 

The  firft  rout  of  the  P.ebels  was  from  Colyhaut 
to  Mr.  Rahiv’s  Eftate  in  the  Mountains,  thence  to 

Mr.  Darnell’s  at  ParadiR,  from  which  they  Uef- 


thrilled  to  the  PicswI'Eftate  'at'Prihee  'Rrtperf’sbw 

where  they  arrived  ra  the  night  of  the  1.7th.  - 

At  that  place  they  Confuked  Upon  a march  pro® 
poled  by  Meltz,  which  was,  to  proceeds minedia- 
tely  thro’  St.  John’s  P lb.  to  Windward,  in  order 
to  meet  the  Republicans  ; but  that  being  ftronGr 
objsfted  to,  it  was  at  length  determined,  to  return 
-to  their  own  Pan/h,  and  tnke  poll  on  the  heights 
above  Dublanc,  where  they  arrived  and  encamped 
•on  the  1 8th. 

It  afterwards  appeared,  that  whilft  they  were  at 
Picard,  a trufty  Negro  who  had  been  difpatched 
by  Capt.  Bathe  with  Letters  to  the  Governor-,  in- 
forming his  Excellency  of  Carreaux  furrender,  (ill 
into  their  hands  in  Iris  rout  cg  Rofeau,  The  Ne- 
gio  feeing  armed  men  where  he  did  not  expeft  it; 
had  the -precaution  to  hide  his  Papers  in  the  bnf Ir- 
es, but  as  they  knew  him  to  be  one  of  the  Camp 
-Meffer.gers,  after  feizing  fcf  frarching  him  in  vara 
for  difpatches,  they  fent  People  to  examine  the  ro- 
ad Si  buffies-:  We  know  not  if  they  fucceeded  lit 
their  lear-cb,  but  it  is  certain  he  told  them  very  ac- 
curately, ail  the  circumliances  of  CarreaRs  furren- 
der, and  Rameau’s  .flight.  They  a Sc  died  to  tre&t 
the  whole -as  ficlion,  ordered  the  Negro  to  be  de- 
tained as  puioner,  end  marched  him  with  tiiem  to 
St.  Peter’s,  -juft  before  they  fet  oat,  DuVallon 
Beau  tour  cne-of  their  principal  Officers  with  one  of 
bis  relations,  left  them  frcief’y,  and  furrendered  to 
Major  Hcrtzhogh  at  Fort  Shirley-. 

i he  Rtcels-,  iiad  made  two  long  and  '-fatiguing 
marches  in  a very  fiiort  time,  with  little  reft  or  re- 
frefiiment,  and  after  they  had  taken  a few  hours  of 
■fleep,  they  awoke  with 'the  calls  of  hunger.  To 
-fatisfy  thefe,  it  was  detei  mined  to  levy  contributi- 
ons on  the  few  Inhabitants  who  had  refilled  to  join 
them,  and  for -that  pur pcie  they  iffued  requifiiions 
-in  the  name  & for  the  fer-viceof  the  Republic.  The 
mandates  procured  very -little,  and  thofe  who  exe- 
cuted them,  brought  word,  not  only  that  no  more 
€cmd  be^hoped  for,  but  that  a full  confirmation  of 
Carreau  s furrender  was  authenticated,  that  Rame« 
-au’s  parry  had  fled  and  difperfed,  and  that  Troops 
were  on  march  from  Rofeau  & Pr.  Ruperts,  and 
might  be  expected  every  hour  at  Colyhaut. 

i ne  Rebels  had  already  exprefied  great  alarm  at 
having  received  no  Intelligence  diredl  from  Wind 
ward  lince  the  16th.  and  the  Deferticn  ofduVal- 
lons  Beautour  & c,  appeared  now  likely  to  he  fbl- 
lowed  by  tne  flight  of  other  principal  men  from  a— 
-snong  them.  Meltz  & -Gaudier  continued,  howe- 
ver to  command.  Sc  had  the  A I d refs  to  conftraint 
them,  but  they  were  obliged  to  fail  in  with  the  c- 
.pimon  of  the  many,  who  thought  they  could  not  be 
.gin  too  ioon  to  treat  with  the  Governor  for  mercy, 

1“  confequence  of  that  refaction  cf  the  Majority, 
the  Rebels  fent  2 armed  men  in  the  early  part  of  the 
-nigh:  of  the  -iScls  to  Dr.  Roque,  Officer  of  the  St. 
Feter  s Militia.,  who  compelled  him  to  accompany 
them  to  their  Camp.  On  his  arrival,  they  told 
him,  they  fent  for,  in  order  to  intreat  of  him,  to 
deriver  a letter  they  had  written  to  the  Governor  & 
they  expedited  to  receive  from  him,  Inch  anfvver  as 
■the  Governor  may  chufe  to  return. 

This  Letter  reprefented  that  they  were  in  force, 
that  the  Republicans  to  Windward  had  recsived  a 
Teiniorcement,  that  another  was  coming,  and  that 
they  would  fuffer  no  injury  to  be  done  by  or  offered 
to  themfelves  ; but,  they  propofed  to  lay  down 
their  Arms  on  a promife  of  Pardon  . On  deliver- 
ing the  Letter  to  Dr  Roque,  they  intrOUted  of  kina 
to  be  their  interceflor  with  the  Governor.  Lie  un- 
dertook the  charge  and  fet  off  immediately  te  exe- 
cute it. 

But,  it  is  time  to  return  to  what  was  in  agitati- 
on a;  -Rofeau,  Qa  this  new  & ferious  AUrmt 


"fts  foot?  as  poffiMe  after  the  Governor  had  re* 
Reived  Serjeant  Hudfon’s  information,  he  requeii- 
"secI  of  Captain  Kelly  of  the  Veteran,  then  at  anchor 
in  Woodbridge’s  pay,  to  fail  and  cruife  off  the  N-* 
*er>.d  of  the  Ifltnd,  to  prevent  the  arrival  of  rein- 
forcements to  the  Enemy  or  the  Rebels..  Captain 
•lit iy  failed  the  fame  morning,  & it  took  from  that 
■time  to  the  2 2d.  to  colled!  a fpihcietu  force  to  go 
againft  the  Rebels. 

The  difficulties  that  occurred  in  a moment  of  fach 
prelTure,  and  the  remedies  applied  by  the  unabait- 
!ing  perfsverance  of  the  Governor,  and  the  deter- 
mined fpirit  of  the  loyal  Inhabitants  0/  the  Town, 
\viil  be  fully  itated  hereafter. 

On  the  17th,  Capt.  Serrani’s  Company  of  th$ 
Point  Michel  Ivlilida,  returned  co  Rofeau  from  i*a- 
goua,  to  which  place  they  had  marched  with  re- 
markable expedition  to  complete  Cap.  Bathe’s  ar- 
my ; but  the  latter  thinking  his  force  already  fuf- 
■fkient,  and  aware  of  the  great  want  of  troops,  in 
and  about  Roleau,  he  ordered  their  immediate  re- 
turn ; this  they  efFedled,  and  with  an  almoft  in- 
credible difpatch  : they  arrived  much  fatigued,  & 
without  a lhoe  among  them,  but  in  good  fpivits. 

Lt.  Crofier  with  40  black  Pioneers,  of  the  Ca- 
rolina-Regiment,  arrived  on  the  18th  from  St.  Lu 
cia,  lent  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  as  a rein- 
forcement to  our  Garrifon,  and  was  the  only  Aid 
we  received. 

On  the  march  of  M.  du  Vermont’s  Corns  to  Pa- 
goua,  M.  de  Billerie  was  authorifed  to*aife  ano- 
ther Company  of  Emigrants ; he  had  now  got  a- 
bout  50,  moldy  People  of  color. 

Dr.  Rocque  delivered  the  Letter  from  the  Re- 
bels to  the  Governor  on  the  19th.  His  Excellen- 
cy’s anlwer  was,  that  he  would  not  treat  with  Re- 
bels in  Arms,  and  that  if  they  did  not  immedia  e- 
ly  deliver  them  up  and  furrender  themlelves,  the 
Troops,  that  were  on  the  point  of  falling  on  them 
Wouid  give  them  no  quarter,  and  thole  who  efca- 
caped  tlie  Sword  fliouid  die  by  the  Halter* 

_ The  fame  day  Capt,  Servant’s  Point  Michel  mi- 
litia, embarked  with  him  for  the  Cabrites,  there 
to  be  joined  by  other  troops,  and  with  them,  to  go 
under  the  protection  cf  the  Veteran  to  Colyhaut* 
On  the  2oih  Lieut.  Col.  Madden  arrived  from 
Martinica,  & next  day  was  ordered  to  Prince  Ru- 
pert’s to  take  command  of  that  Garrifon. 

Orders  were  alfo  ifl'ued  to  the  Englilh  Planters 
adjacent  to  Rofeau,  to  fend  in  a bodyof50  a- 
ble.  Heady,  and  trull-worthy  Negroes,  fit  to  bear 
arms,  an  order,  which  notwitnftanding  their  for- 
mer moft  liberal  contributions  of  Slaves  ar.d  Mules 
for  the  Public  iervice,  was  complied  with  inftant- 
ly  and  chearfully,  with  fcarcely  a fingle  exception. 

On  the  2 til.  and  not  before,  official  informa- 
tion was  received,  at  Government  Houle,  cf  the 
furrender  of  the  Invaders,  to  Capt.  Bathe.  We 
have  already  lhewn,  how  much  earlier  the  Rebels 
Were  informed  on  that  fubjedt. 

The  next  day,  the  following  General  Orders 
were  iffued. 

GENERAL  ORDERS,  22d,  June  1795. 

Monf.  Billerie,  with  2 Serjeants  & 36  men, 
will  hold  themfelves  in  feadinels  to  march  or  em- 
bark at  a moments  warning.  Capt.  Pritchard  will 
hold  himfelf  in  readinefs,  to  crnbaik  at  the  fame 
time  with  them.  Capt.  E.  Beech,  will  report  to 
the  Governor,  this  afternoon,  at  5 o’clock,  what 
number  of  the  St.  Geoige’s  Regiment  offer  them- 
felves, to  go  upon  a Set  vice  which  requires  alert— 
nefs  and  courage.  . The  Governor’s  indifpofiti- 
ou  prevents  his  being  fo  particular  as  he  could  wiffi 
in  acknowledging  the  important  lei  vices  lately  ren- 
W the  Country,  by  the  Troops  of  every  de- 


nomination, in  the  defeat  of  the  French  Brigands,  » 

their  Zeal  and  their  Services,  will  be  faithfully  re 
ported  to  his  Maj  ally’s  Mini  (lets,  by  the  fi.d  fo— 
vorable  opportunity,  he  requells  in  the  mean  ume 
they  will  accept  his  unfeigned  thanks-. 

At  the  hour  appointed,  Capt.  Ed.  Beech  of  the 
-zd.  Batn.  Company,  reported,  that  Eu%n  Addif- 
fon,  Serjeant  Major  Air-.  Bowen,  and  36  Privates 
ot  the  4 Batn.  Companies,  ( now  confiding  ch  iefs 
than  100  effectives .)  and  himfelf,  delired  to  recei- 
ve^ obey  his  Excellency’s  Commands. 

They  were  immediately  put  in  Orders,  with  2; 
€f  the  1 5th,  40  ot  the  Carolina  Corps  k.  35  of  da 
JBiilerie’s  in  all  136  rank  and  tile,  to  embark  un- 
der the  command  of  Capt.'  Pmchard  of  the  Royal 
Ar  itiery,  in  VeiLis  which  had  been  creviously 
imprefled  for  the  Expedition-.  ‘ 1 

They  iailpd  on  the  23d.  in  the  Evening,  and 
arrived  next  morning  at  Eo-rt  Shirley,  where  they 
waited  'ah  the  Detachments  of  the  St.  Geo’s  Gres 
& Lt.  Inf.  and  thole  of  the  Col.  Art.  & Lt.  Lff 
with  2,5  of  du  Vermont’s,  which  had  ekorted  the 
PrUoners  from  dagoua  had  embarked  : thefe  were 
together  75  rank  ,x  hie,  and  were  alfo  joined  by 
Gspt.  Be, rant’s  Militia  ol  00  men. 

2 lie  Veteran,  in  me  mean  time,  had  got  under 
■Gil,  & loon  alter  made  a iignai  lo,  the  vends  wuti 
tne  troops  to  follow  her* 

Towards  Evening,  being  off  Pt.  Round,  Capt* 
Keny  ijgnffieu  to  capt*  Pmchard,  tnat  he  ihoaid 
cover  tne  landing  oi  the  troops  at  that  place  : Cp» 
i ruenard  urged,  very  forcibly,  many  realons  a- 
.ganirt  landing  there,  out  finding  Capt.  Kelly  ce- 
termiued  in  ins  rekiution,  he  ordered  the  troops  to 
cnemoaik,  at  Point  Round,  where  tney  were  0- 
bilged  to  remain  without  iheltcr,  througn  a night 
01  very  ievere  rain.  0 

Ihe  Rebels,  couid  not  be  ignorant  of  the  vigo- 
rous meafures  taken  to  lubdue  them*  When  the  an- 
fw.r  arrived  to  their  firlt  offer  of  furrender,  it  18 
probabie  laey  might  hope,  that  the  Enemy  would 
lecceed  better  in  tneir  next  enterprile,  & tney  mo. 
menuy  expected  to  near  of  another  landing  which 
in  any  event,  would  give  them  a chance  of  obtain- 
ing more  lavorable  terms ; but  new,  every  hops 
oi  that  kind  was  to  be  abandoned,  & that  01  mer- 
cy leis  to  be  relied  upon. 

In  this  extremity,  they  fent  new  offers  of  fur-' 
render  to  Col*  Madden,  and  were  awaiting  his  re- 
ply, when  our  troops  were  on  their  march  againft 
mem.  0 

His  anlwer  was,  that  their  Surrender  could  on- 
ly be  accepted  on  their  implicitly  iubmitiing  their 
future  late^  to  the  Governor’s  Will  & Pieaiure. 

Capt.  Piitchard  and  his  Party,  had  reached  da 
Bianc  at  10  o’clock  next  forenoon,  when  they  met 
Dr.  i\ocque,  who  prevailed  on  them  to  halt  there 
unui  noo.,,  alluring  Capt  Piitchard  that  the  Rebels 
would,  oy  that  time,  come  there,  and  furrender 
themlelves  to  the  Governor’s  dilcretion  j but  Lc— 
Male,  one  of  their  Officers,  and  1 3 men  only  ha- 
ving come  in,  the  troops  marched  on  to  Colyhaut, 
Where  they  arriveu  at  4 o’clock. 

As  they  were  approaching  the  Town,  they  per- 
ceived a large  Petn.augre  fud  of  People  pulhmg  off 
fiom  a lniali  diltance  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river* 
wluch,  it  afterwards  appeared,  had  on  beard  Ra- 
phael Dupre,  Melts;,  k 15  or  16  cA’ne  molt  no- 
torious Rebels  and  French  Republican  Agents  ire 
the  Quarter  t an  efcape,  it  is  more  than  probable* 
that  could  never  have  been  efrecled,  had  the  troops 
difenibarked  at  Co.yhaut,  or  even  at  Du  bianc,  as 
it  was  originally  intended  and  ordered. 

i he  Rebels,  having  removed  from  the  heights 
ef  du  Bianc,  to  thole  of  CoJ^  haut,  loll  up  {imp  ire 
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ittprifing  Cap.  Pritchard  of  their  determination  to 
fubmit  themfelves  to  the  Governor’s  dilcretion,  & 
that  they  were  coming  down  to  furrender  on  thofe 
Terms. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  3 fucceffive  days,  108  fur- 
yendered  : thofe,  with  the  14  who  came  in  at  du 
Blanc,  the  16  got  off  in  the  Petitauger,  & to,  or 
St  mod  12  who  had  fought  fafety  in  flight  Sc  were 
Bill  in  the  neighbouring  Woods,  form  the  Total  of 
the  Colyhaut  Rebels,  now  completely  fubdued,  by 
the  ably  direfkd  activity  and  zeal,  of  our  Fellow 
Citizens  in  Arms. 

Capt.  Pritchard,  returned  to  P^ofeau  to  report 
the  fuccefsful  iffue  of  the  Expedition,  leaving  Cp. 
Serrant  in  charge  of  the  Prifoners.  In  a few  days 
they  were  removed  to  a Prifon  Ship,  moored  in 
Woodbrige’s  bay  under  the  Guns  of  the  Veteran, 

Captain  Ed.  Beech,  with  a chofen  party  of  his 
Volunteers,  was  employed  to  fearch  the  Woods  af- 
ter the  fugitives,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  dif- 
cover  and  feize  on  Mourn,  He  was  fent  forward 
to  Rofeau,  after  the  other  Criminals  ; there,  with 
them  to  await,  the  juft  vengeance  provoked  by  their 
treafoncus  ingratitude  to  the  miideft  Sovereign  Sc 
bell  of  Governments ; and  to  meet  the  execration 
of  their  Fellow  Colonifls,  for  their  unprincipled  Sc 
faoguinary  perfidy,  in  having,  without  a Angle  pre 
tence  of  Uppreffion,  on  the  contrary,  under  mod 
folemn  affeverations  of  individual  & general  loyal- 
ty, bafely  combined  with  a nefarious  Band  who  in- 
vaded this  Ifland,  with  the  favage  aefign  of  perpe- 
trating every  Devaftation  on  our  Properties,  and 
ssurderous  horror  on  our  Lives,  which,  it  was  too 
notorious,  the  adherents  cf  the  prefent  French  Go- 
vernment in  thefe  Seas,  had  without  remorfe  cru- 
■lly  committed  in  cur  Sifter  Colonies,  Grenada  Sc 
St.  Vincent. 

We  fhall  follow  thefe  detefted  Sons  of  Domini- 
ca, to  the  Judgment  Seat,  to  their  Sentences  and 
Puniffiments,  as  they  will  follow  in  order  of  time 
with  the  recital  we  have  now  to  give,  of  important 
Occurrences  at  Rofeau,  from  the  commencement 
to  the  condufion,  of  this  threading,  but  fortunate 
ly  fuppreffed  INVASION  Sc  REBELLION. 

In  this  place.  We  have  only  to  add,  that  the 
408  Prifoners  of  War,  taken  at  Pagoua,  were  ia- 
fely  conveyed  to  Martinica,  Sc  from  thence,  un- 
der Convoy  to  Europe, 

ROSEAU  OCCURRENCES. 

The  News  of  the  Enemy’s  landing  reached  Ro- 
feau, a few  hours  after  authentic  information  had 
strived  of  the  inhuman  Maffacres  and  favage  De- 
vaftatior.s,  committed  by  the  Republicans  at  Gre- 
nada and  St.  Vincent ; and  as  it  was  known,  that 
Vidor  Hugues  had  not  more  in  view  the  conqueft 
and  plunder  of  the  Britilh  Ifiands,  than  the  remo- 
ving from  his  own  Government,  the  defperate  per 
fens  whom  he  dreaded,  it  could  not  ba  doubted  that 
the  Banditti  he  had  let  loofe  upon  us,  was  compo- 
sed of  Wretches,  difpofed  to  exceed  in  barbar  ity,  if 
poffible,  the  Ruffians  who  had  committed  Rich  ac- 
cumulated horrors  in  their  defolating  attacks,  on 
our  Sifter  Colonies ; & of  couife,  the  Public  mind 
was  thrown  into  a ftate  of  affe&ing  agitation,  upon 
receiving  Intelligence  of  their  having  made  good  a 
landing  in  force  on  thi3  Ifland,  attho’  it  was  an  E- 
vent  we  had  fome  time  expedled,  Sc  had  been  pre- 
paring to  refill. 

His  Excellency  immediately  difpatched  Lt.  Col. 
Walrond,  his  Aid  de  Camp  and  Secretary,  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief  at  Martinica  to  reprefent  our 
fit  u a don  ; to  repeat  Sc  urge  his  former  folicitati- 
©ns  for  affiftance  in  men,  arms,  ammunition,  and 
Cartouche-boxes  : particularly  of  the  latter. 

He  fent  Exprelfes  to  the  Officers  commanding  at 


every  Out-poft.  and  to  the  Magnates  in  the  d;f. 
ferent  Quarters  of  the  Ifland,  to  this  effedi  in  all, 
but  in  thefe  words  to  the  Officer  at  Grand  Bay,  — 
“ Sir,  Be  on  your  Guard  ; Brigands  are  landed  : 
I am  preparing,  but  not  alarmed,  H.  Hamilton.  ” 

H.  £.  alfo  gave  Orders,  that  all  Perfcns  who 
may  have  matters  of  moment  to  impart  to  him  re- 
lative to  the  Public  Seivice,  ffiouid  be  admitted  to 
him  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  His  vigilan- 
ce and  adlivity  were  on  every  occafion,  and  in  e- 
very  place  confpicuous : neither  his  advanced  Age, 
nor  the  intemperate  rays  of  the  mid-day  S.un,  in 
this  fcorching  Seafon,  prevented  his  vifiting,  on 
foot,  every  Work  and  Poll  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Town,  even  thofe  at  a confiderable  diftancc. 

We  have  already  fhewn  the  Meafures  adopted 
by  H.  E.  in  ptirfuance  of  his  plan  of  deler.ee  & re- 
finance, how  opportunely  the  feveral  Bodies  of  cur 
troops  were  put  in  motion  i how  judicioufly  deed- 
ed their  different  Routs,  to  meet  and  flop  the  E- 
nemy  ; the  conftant  lucceflion  of  Reinforcements 
marched  with  expedition  to  complete  our  mam  Bo- 
dy, to  fecure  it  from  infult : and  at  length,  fo  ef- 
fedlually  enabled  it  to  furround  the  Invaders,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  furrender. 

But  to  effkt  this  great  purpofe,  the  Garrifon  of 
the  Town,  was  unavoidably  fo  reduced,  and  there 
ftill  remained  lo  many  ill  affe&ed  Inhabitants,  that 
extraordinary  eiiorts  Sc  precautions  were  necefla- 
ry  for  the  general  Security  : r,o  reinforcement  had 
yet  arrived  from  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  it 
was  but  too  evident  that  none  could  be  expedted  in 
the  exifling  ftate  of  our  neighbouring  Colonies. 

His  Excellency  well  knowing  the'  vaft  importan 
ce  of  the  Point  Michel  Militia  on  the  South,  and 
of  the  St. Paul’s  Militia  on  the  North,  (both  nume- 
rous Companies,  but  moilly  Adopted  iubjeds,  ) ta 
the  fafety  of  the  Town,  had  given  the  ftndteft  or- 
ders to  their  Officers,  to  have  the  rcoft  watchful 
eye  on  their  Conduft,  and  to  keep  them  under  & 
conftant  difeipiinc,  prepared  for  immediate  Service, 

The  indefatigable  zeal  & the  dilcretion  of  Capt. 
Serrant,  of  his  Brother,  and  Mons.  du  Sauffaie  the 
Officers,  had  the  happy  eftcd  of  making  the  Point 
Michel  Corps  a moil  ferviceable  body  of  men. 

Capt.  Jordan’s  equal  efforts  & attentions,  with 
the  St.  Paul’s  Company,  were  not,  unfortunately, 
as  fuccefsful, 

Mons.  de  Billerie  was  direded  to  nfe  the  utmeft 
diligence  in  compleating  his  Corps,  and  the  Schr. 
St.  Pierre  was  bought,  to  be  officered,  manned  Sc 
armed,  with  the  affiftance  of  the  Veteran,  for  lha 
further  piotedion  of  the  Town. 

Nothing  however,  material  happened,  till  the  e- 
vening  of  the  15th,  when  the  Exprefs  arrived  an- 
nouncing, that  the  Enemy  had  fled  If  cm  Burtor.’g 
Works  into  the  Woods,  and  might  be  expetled  in 
Rofeau. 

H.  E.  immediately  ordered  Cok  Danieli’s  Di- 
vi  flon  of  the  Hamilton  Corps,  from  Melville’s  Bat- 
tery, of  which  they  had  been  in  charge  Race  the 
23d  of  May  & to  march,  mounted,  to  Morr.e  Da- 
niel, where  they  were  to  take  Poll,  and  until  Ac- 
commodations could  be  prepared,  to  quarter  at  the 
r.earell  Plantation.  It  was  reinforced  that  evening 
by  a Serjeant  & 12  of  the  15th.  & Cap.  Jordan,* 
Company  was  put  under  Col.  Danieli’s  Orders. 

The  Qbjeft,  of  this  advanced  Poll,  was  to  be 
that  of  obfervauon  and  Intelligence,  as  it  was  be- 
lieved that  the  Enemy  would  attempt  to  find  their 
way,  from  the  h'eigluhs  of  Pagoua  to  thofe  of  Bo- 
try,  and  thence  to  Rofeau. 

Cl.  Daniell  was  ordered  to  communicate  by  fig. 
nals  with  Capt.  Kelly  of  the  Veteran,  lying  in  the 
Bay,  who  was  to  land  a body  of  his  People  in  cal« 
Ihe  Enemy  appeared. 


Mr.  Xowndes  at  the  heat!  of  a petty  of  flout,  & 
Swell  attached  armed  Negroes  belonging  to  several 
E dates  in  the  Quarter,' haying  offered  his  Services 
was  fer.t  forward,  under  the  Orders  of  Cl.  Dar.iell 
to  penetrate  as  tar  as  poffible,  into  the  wilds  of  the 
(Country,  to  travede  and  examine  the  Negro  track 
on  Pendleton’s  heights,  and  to  dilcover  if  any  vef 
tige  of  the  Old  Pagoua  read  through  the  Ponds  of 
Mahaiit,  or  any  other  practicable  trace  remained, 
|by  which  the  Enemy  could  approach.  Another  ef- 
Jential  part  of  his  Services,  was,  to  cbferve  that  or 
der  and  tranquillity  prevailed  on  the  French  Eib- 
Jes  in  the  DtftriSL 

_Mr.  Curry  of  Layou,  who  had  undertaken  Sep- 
■vices  of  a fimilar  kind,  was  directed  by  the  Colo- 
nel to  examine,  and  keep  Centjneis,  about  the  old 
Cafsada  Garaen,  if ork  vaiiey,  _&  Gould’s  traces 
from  Windward  to  Boery. 

In  Rojeau,  Et.Ch  McEachlstrs  zd,  Divifion  of 
the  Hamilton  Corps,  took  charge  of  Melviiie  Bat- 
aery,  and  the  3d.  under  Lt.Ci.  Lairg,  ;ook  the 
Guard  of  the  Jail. 

. On  the  17th.  the  Revolt  of  the  Colyhaut  Mili- 
fia,  was  made  public,  and  almoic  immediately  af- 
terwards, the  News  of  GenL  Carreaux’s  landing, 
with  a large  force,  at  Battibdp,  was  circulated  its 
She  Town,  and  authenticated  to  M.  Excellency. 

I he  Guard  at  Pert  Young,  the  Ccntinels  at-  e- 
very  Pell  in  and  near  Rofeau,'  were  ordered  to  be 
doubled  ; Lt.  Rofe  with  a party  of  the  15  th.  were 
polled  at  the  Bath  Eftatc,  to  fecure  the  pafs  of  the 
Eoleau  valley  into  Town, 

. Orders  being  iffued,  to  make  a fearch  for  Arms, 
snto  all  fulpeff.d  Houles,  a confiderable  number 
^vere  found  concealed,  aud  brought  in. 

P or  iome  1 ime,  net  a Day  had  puffed  without 
S.se  necdEty  of  ieizing  Saipected  Perfons  ; now, 
Several,  feme  in  Town,  others  fam  the  Country, 
Jo  much  increaftd  the  number  of  P.-ifoners  crpwd- 
xt  g our  J at!,  that  a p<ece  of  Ordnance  & a detach 
snent  of  Artillery  men,  were  added  to  its  Guard.

Serrant,  with  his  Corps, 
Jiom  Windward,  gave  a great  degree  of  Security 
to  the  Colony  m general,  as  it  repreffed  the  de- 
3 of  the  Seditious  in  Town,  on  the  very  inflant, 
they  intended  to  carry  them  into  execution, 

J he  Occurrences  of  the  next  day,  threw  all  the 
Inhabiants  of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood  into 
a ftate  of  dnlreffing  Confiernation. 

Before  day  bieak  on  the  igih,  a Mefsengcr from 
the  Governor,  brought  Ordeis  to  Col.  Daniel!,  to

ground  by  6 o’clock,  Sc  finding  the  St.  Paul’s  Mi- 
; ia  paraded,  drew  up  oppofice  to  them  ; loon  af- 
ter which,  they  were  oidered  to  face  about  to  dif- 
Cnarge  their  nio&ets,  and  after  piling  their  Arms 
S&  ‘J,eir  ^airacks  in  the  rear  of  Col.  Da- 
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appeared  to  be  afeending  the  Morne  fromTowa  Sc 
was  followed  by  a Serjeant  nd  13;  oi  the  15m  and 
before  thole  had  fallen  inp  their  ranks,  a piece  of 
Ordnance  with  a Guard  of  Artillery  men,  was  j j- 
ferved  approaching  from  the  (Jane field  Road,  dr 
was  placed  on  the  right,  but  advanced  at  an  equal 
dillance  and  pointed  between  the  line  ot  Poop,  ii 
the  piled  Arms,  in  the  mean  time,  Cap.  SerrauJ 
arrived  with  H,  E’s.  further  Orders  to  Col.  Darn- 
ell, wno  foon  afterward,  ordered  Cap.  Jordan  t? 
parade  his  Company,  unarmed,  buiore'the  Bar- 
rack, the  Troops  remaining  between-  them  <3  me 
piled  Arms. 

Capt.Serr3ntthenaddr2ffingthe.il,  faid,  that 
H.  E.  had  given  him  orders  to  inform  them,  of  the 
Revolt  of  the  Colyhaut  Militia ; that  he  was  per- 
fectly informed  of  the  inifconduCt  of  feme  in  cue  it 
Paulk  Company,  which  had  excited  ftroag  luipici- 
ons  of  the  loyalty  of  their  Corps;  that  umviihng  to 
condemn  the  whole,  for  the  Crimes  ?<i  a lew,  he 
was  even  dilpofod  to  impute  all  that  had  happened 
to  accidental  intemperance,  rather  than  any  leuled 
defign,  but  that  as  ’the  moment  was  arrived,  when 
they  were  to  face  the  Enemy,  it  was  his  Duty  to 
demand  from  them  an  explicit  declaration  of  their 
lemiments ; that  every  one  of  trie®  who  was  now 
defircus  of  quitting  the  Corps,  had  his  psrmifiioa 
to  do  fa,  but  that  he  expected  from  them  all,  a 
renevval  of  their  folemn  Gath  to  be  true  and  faith- 
ful to  the  King  cf  England,  chat  they  wiil  fight 
for  him  and  for  this  Colony,  againlt  aii  the  Enema 
£s.  Invaders,  Rebels,  and  Tray  tors  againlt  his 
Crown  Cf  Dignity  to  ttie  utmoltof  their  power,  2- 
ven  to  the  lots  of  life  aud  fortune.  They,  to  a man 
repeated  the  Oath,  inoif  Solemnly  calling  on  Ged, 
and  the  Troops  in  the  Fieid  to  witneis  it,  and  af- 
ter hearing  an  excellent  admonition  from  Captain 
Berrant,  who  tolu  them  he  hoped  their  luture  con- 
duit, would  remove  every  reproach  for  the  part,

VrhQle  only  real  Duty  there,  was,  to  watch  over  u.e 
conduct,  01  certain  Frenchmen  in  the  Militia,  on 
the  Guaid  for  the  Night ; for,  it  was  round  more 
prudent  to  keep  theie  as  armed  priioners  in  conitant 
view,  than  fuffer  too  many  French  to  oe  on  guard, 
or  on  their  Fiantations,  at  the  fame  time. 

The  movements  in  the  St.  Paul’s  Quarter,  had 
palled  at  Ip  early  an  hour  this  morning,  that  it  was 
not  until  the  return  ot  the  Patties  to  town,  thas 
any  alaini  was  excited  by  u,  among  the  general- 
ity, but  the  Families  ot  the  Gentlemen  who  were 
called  out,  could  not  have  paneo  the  imsraicdiate 
time  without  fume  painful  anxieties. 

Aitho’  the  real  caule  ot  the  Bulile  in  the  Morn- 
ing had  not  tranlpired,  the  tact  topi  given  birth  ta 
many  uncomfortable  ipeculations,  lor  me  Mind  be- 
comes exquifitely  ter, have  in  iucii  a Gniis,  at  eve- 
ry appearance  of  a r.ev^  impending  danger,  & while 
thoie  tpeculative  Keifexions  weie  atf,m.t,  now  ail- 
tretiingly  mull  they  have  been  extended,  on  leeing 
fill  the  Troops  ft  orn  Cant  field,  the  fit.  Paul’s  iVk- 
litia,  and  the  Paity  of  AniJlery  ccnang  h.  ituy  in- 
to Rofeau  a kw  hours  alterwaids,  having  iint  calt 
the  piece  <1 Tf  Ordnance  over  the  Precipice  to  tne 
Beach  and  removii  g the  Ammunitiun  jiuin  the  Ma 
gazms  of  that  Poll,  with  evident  piecipitation  ?

Flight,  in  order  to  diftraS  the  Garnfon  and  favor 
an  Infurre&ion  within  the  Town,  and  an  Attack 
from  the  Grand  Bay,  Coiyabone  and  other  Quar- 
ters, without. 

Language  cannot  deferibe  the  feelings  of  thofe 
amiable  Females  in  our  Community,  whole  brave 
Fathers,  Hufbands,  Brothers,  Guardians  & dear- 
eft  Relatives  & Friends  were  in  this  threatning  in— 
ilant,  bearing  arms  in  the  field  » for  none  but  the 
Jielpkfs,  aged,  & infirm  ; the  contemptible,  or  the 
graiterous,  had  declined  the  Public  Service.

humanely  offered  them  all  the  accommodations  on 
board,  their  veflels  could  give  : & during  the  Af- 
ternoon all  were  tremblingly  employed,  preparing 
for  embarkation. 

The  Governor,  whofe  fenfibility,  is  alive  to  every 
claim  of  Diftrefs,  was  no  tooner  informed  ot  the 
prevailing  diftiaftion,  than  he  ran  wnn  his  Aid  du 
Camp  to  leveral  families  in  the  Town;  affuring 
$hem  , that  altho’  his  Duty  had  compelled  him  to 
take  Meafures,  which  had  excited  io  much  alarm, 
that  he  really  believed  the  information  was  not  al- 
together well  founded,  but  that  if  it  was,  we  were 
fa  well  prepared,  that  nothing  would  be  attempted, 
therefore,  intreated  of  them  to  have  confidence  in 
his  ailurances,  to  abandon  their  own  fears,  and  by 
repeating  what  he  laid,  alleviate  at  leaii,  the  dif- 
tretsful  apprehenfsons  ot  their  Friends, 

His  Excellency’s  attentions,  had  but  a momen- 
tary influence  ; the  panic,  indead  oi  fubfiding  by 
conveaadon  and  refietticn,  terminated  in  an  ex- 
cels of  terror,  which  deprived  its  Victims  of  every 
hope  of  lecurity,  but  in  flight.

Whiift  tins  was  paffmg,  the  Governor’s  mind 
was  iahorioufly  employed,  k after  fixing  the  P oil* 
and  fettling  the  Orders  for  the  Night,  he  made  rhs 
ci* Cidt  of  the  Works  and  every'  Foil,  on  fee;,  be- 
fore he  lock  his  full  refit fhment  for  the  d ay. 

The  labours  of  ihe  Can  ifcr  , were  great  : ma- 
ny ill,  from  preceeding  fatigues,  were  now  incapa- 
ble of  Duty,  and  tho’  the  others  had  been  under 
Arms  the  two  iaft  nights  and  days,  the  lame  Or-

Hamilton’s  Volunteers,  were  ordered  to  rtfume 
the  Guard  of  MelvilFs  Battery  & the  Jail.  Lieut, 
Crofter  & 25  of  the  Carolina  Corps  reinforced  Cl, 
Daniell  at  the  Battery,  An  Officer  & 25  Regulars, 
25  Seamen  from  the  Veflels  in  the  Road,  & the  4 
Battallion  Companies  of  the  Sc.  George’s  were  ft  a 
tioned  in  Fort  Voting  for  the  Guard  of  the  Town 

An  Officer  and  35  Regulars  v/ith  a Party  of  Ar- 
tillery and  2 Field  pieces  were  placed  at  Mr.  Cha- 
let's Store  in  ihe  Church  Savannah,  the  remainder 
of  the  Carolina  B.C,  a Serj . & 12  of  the  15  th  in  the 
Court  Houfe,  the  St.  Paul’s  Mill,  in  the  Church, 
De  Billerie’s  Corps  at  the  North  of  the  Town,  ati 
Officer’s  Guard  of  Regulars  were  polled  at  the  Ri- 
ver, near  Mr.  Winfton’s  Works,  & another  at  the 
upper  Block  Houfe  on  Morne  Bruce,  as  an  advan- 
ced Poft  10  Melvill’s  Battery. 

At  5 o’  clock  in  the  Evening,  Cel.  Daniel!,  with 
a Detachment  of  his  Divifior,  mounted,  left  the 
Battery  on  Service  : they  returned  before  g,  & ip 
ihe  mean  time,  had  travelled  the  fceighths  ci  Ccjy« 
aoone  & viftted  every  Eftate,  ell  which  appeared 
in  perfect  tranquility.  1 he  Col.  carried  the  latis- 
factory  Report  to  Government  houle. 

Tho’  the  cay,  from  the  earlieft  dawn,  bad  been 
pafled  in  a lucceflion  of  violent  exer  tions,  of  body 
k nrind,  by  the  h’.gheft  k loweft,  the  hours  cf  reft 
weie  alio  pafted  with  ileepkfs  anxieties ; but  form- 
r.ately  with  only  2 Alarms : one  fired  by  a Gemi- 
ni! on  Mcrne  Bruce,  the  ether  at  Mr.  Winfton’s 
Works  : both,  from  mifiaken  Gbjedls. 

By  day  break  of  the  20th.  another  Detachment 
of  Col.  Daniel’s  Diviiion,  were  ordered  to  exami- 
ne the  heights  on  the  back  of  their  Poft,  to  viiit  e« 
very  Eliate  in  the  Colyaoone  Quarter,  and  retura 
by  the  road  on  the  other  fide  the  R.ver  Canatye. 
They  found  every  place  in  order,  but  the  Owners 
hurt  at  the  Air  cf  fu (pic ion  of  their  Conduit,  that 
appeared  in  thefe  vifitacions,  and  which  they  were 
given  to  underhand  would  be  continued. 

It  was  remarked  thal  the  Planters  in  this  Quar- 
ter, were  already  informed  of  the  News  from  Pa— 
goua  and  Colyhaut,  which  was  not  known  in  Ro- 
ieau  till  a much  later  hour.

The  Lt.  Col’s,  former  vifits  to  Head  Quarters, 
Bad  ceil  ma/e  to  to-icit  Aids  wc  flood  fo  'iudi  in 
need  of,  but  as  they  coulu  not  be  grafted,  -.is  re- 
ception ar.d  departure  were  equally  ur.Gnsku-tory. 
Oh  this  occE.fiji’,  the  hila  ity  of  bis  Heart,  foam- 
lusted  his  countenance  that  it  announced  lute  -‘pen 
ce  of  the'mTt  plea  fin  g kind  : he  was  ascheariully 
welcomed  be  the  Aides  du  Camp,  _&  ulherea  lm-

His  Excellency’s  anfwer  to  Governor  Hamilton 
was’  we  are  told,  to  this  eff,  ft.  that  he  was  made 
inexoreffibly  happy  by  the  termination  of  the  dan- 
gerous  Invafionof  Dominica,  which  had  bean  ac- 
compl'fhed,  folely,  by  the  Governors  indefatiga-

tant  Information  with  thofe  honorable  proofs  oi  the 
Colony’s  Loyalty  and  Valor,  to  be  prefsnted  tc  his 
M3jefty,  in  the  moft  acceptable  manner. 

Having  already  Rated,  very  much  at  large,  the 
Expedition  fitted  out  from  Rofean,  a gain  ft  the  Co- 
jyhaut  Rebels,  & its  fuccefsful  conclufion,  We  Shall 
eovv,  briefly  inform  our  Readers,  that  a Commi Ci- 
on appointing  a Court  Martial  having  pafled,  nor 
herd  Motard  & Marie  Petit,  taken  in  Genl.Carre- 
aux’s  Army,  were  put  on  their  Try als;  were  both 
found  guilty  of  deferting  from  the  Militia,  & of  be 
jng  found  in  Arms  with  his  Majefty’s  Enemies  the 
French  Invaders  of  this  Ifhnd  : they  were  fenten- 
ced  to  be  hanged  in  'he  Market  place  till  dead,  & 
afterwards  their  bodi,  s to  be  expofed  rn  Chains,  'he 


firlt  at  the, River’s  mouth,  Petit,  at  Point  Michel : 
Motard,  a White  man  was  executed  on  the  25  th  of 
June  ; Petit,  a Med  if,  on  the  27th. 

Another  Comvoiffiun  appointing  a Court  Marti- 
al ts  try  the  Rebels  ( the  ordinary  courts  of  Jutli- 
ce  being  fufpended  by  the  Martial  Law,  now  una- 
voidably in  force.  ) was  then  palled. 

George  Gardier,  Lieut,  in  the  Cclyhaut  Mili- 
tia, and  Du  Vallons  lieautour,  Etifign  of  the  fame 
Corps,  were  cried  the  2d.  of  July,  and  both  being 
found  Guilty  of  deferting  from  the  Militia,  with  o- 
ther  Militia  men  under  tiieir  Command,  & decla- 
ring themfelves  to  be  bearing  Arms  for  the  French 
Republic,  again.fi  his  Majcfiy’s  Government,  they 
W ere  fentcnccd  to  be  hanged  till  dead,  at  iuch  lime 
and  place,  as  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  fhall 
appoint.  The  Sentence  being  confirmed  they  were 

ordered  for  Execution  in  the  Market  place,  on  the 


8th  and  their  Bodies  to  be  delivered  to  Men 
for  burial,  but  not  in  Holy  Ground. 

O.i  the  7th,  Laurent  Mondefir  and  — rlhoodet 
fils,  Privates  in  the  f me  Corps,  were  found  guil- 
ty of  the  fame  Crimes,  and  Sentenced,  to  the  fame 
Punifh merit,  which  being  approved,  they  were  «il 
ordered  for  Execution,  the  next  day.

the  Bavonet  to  their  breads  and  threatened  to  de- 
prive ail  of  their  L'vesLf  Properties,  who  faould 
refufe  rerjoin  them  in  their  infernal  attempt,  to  ef- 
tahlifn  the  Guillotine,  and  all  the  Butchering  Mi- 
feries,  of  toe  prefent  French  Republican  Govern- 
ment, in  this  Illand.  & the  fair  Fugitives  whofe 
Terrors,  but  a few  drys  before,  had  been  fo  dif- 
treffinoly  excited,  were  among  the  fur- moft  to  give 
every  Aid  in  their  power,  to  die  unfortunate  VVi- 
v'S  and  Children  of  the  condemned  Rebels,  in  tks 
intercefilons  they  were  making  to  the  Governor 
fur  Mercy. 

On  the  Morning  of  Execution,  H.  E.  fent  both

that  H Excellency  the  Governor  lpared  their  lives.
